TH  E great  number  of  gallant  Gentlemen  that  Grays-Im 
afforded  at  ordinary  Revels , betwixt  All-hollontide  and 
Chrijimas,  exceeding  therein  the  reft  of  the  Houfes  of 
Court,  gave  occafion  to  fome  Well-willers  of  our  Sports, 
and  Favourers  of  our  Credit,  to  wilh  an  Head  anfwerable  to  lb  noble 
a Body,  and  a Leader  to  fo  gallant  a Company : Which  Motion  was 
more  willingly  hearkened  unto,  in  regard  that  fuch  Pafs-times  had 
been  intermitted  by  the  fpace  of  three. or  four  Years,  by  reafon  of 
Sicknefsand  Difcontinuances.

After  many  Confultations  had  hereupon,  by  the  Youths,  and 
others  that  were  moft  forward  herein,  at  length,  about  the  iz'*'-  of 
December^  with  the  Confent  and  Ailiftance  of  the  Readers  and  An- 
cients, it  was  determined,  that  there  Ihould  be  ele(fted  a Prince  of 
Purpoole^  to  govern  our  State  for  the  time ; which  was  intended  to 
be  for  the  Credit  of  Grays  Ian,  and  rather  to  be  performed  by  witty 
Inventions,  than  chargeable  Expences. 

Whereupon,  prefently  they  made  choice  of  one  ^x.  Henry  Helmes, 
a.  Norfo/k-Gcntkmun,  who  was  thought  to  be  accomplilhed  with  all 
good  Parts,  fit  for  fo  great  a Dignity  ; and  was  alfo  a very  proper 
Man  of  Perfonage,  and  very  adiive  in  Dancing  and  Revelling. 

Then  was  his  Privy  Council  afligned  him,  to  advife  of  State-Mat- 
ters, and  tlie  Government  of  his  Dominions : His  Lodging  allb  was 
provided  according  to  State ; as  the  Prefence-chamb^er,  and  the 
Council-chamber  : Alfo  all  Officers  of  State,  of  the  Law,  and  of  the 
Houfe-hold.  There  were  alfo  appointed  Gentlemen-Penfioners  to 
attend  on  his  Perfon,  and  a Guard,  with  their  Captain,  for  his  De- 
fence. 

The  next  thing  thought  upon,  as  moft  necdflary,  was,  Provifioft 
of  Treaftire,  for  the  Support  of  his  State  arid  Dignity.  To  this  pur- 
pofe,  tliere  was  granted  a Benevolence  by  thofe  that  were  then  in 
his  Court  abiding  ; and  for  thofe  that  were-  not  in  the  Houfe,  there 
were  Letters  direi^d  to  tliem,  in  nature  of  Privy  Seals,  to  injoin 
them,  not  only  to  be  prefent,  and  give  tlieir  Attendance  at  his 
Court ; but  alfo,  that  they  Ihould  contribute  to  the  defraying  of  fo 
great  a Charge,  as  was  guefled  to  be  requifite  for  the  performance  of 
fo  great  Intendments. 

The  Form  of  the  Privy  Seals  dire<5i:ed  to  the 
Foreigners^  upon  occafion  as  is  aforefeid. 

YOur  Friends  of  the  Society  of  Grays-Inn,  novo  refiding  there^  have 
thought  good  to  ele£t  a Prince^  to  govern  the  State  of  the  Sig- 
uiory^  now  by  L>jf-continuance^  much  impaired  in  the  ancient  Honour 
wherein  heretofore  it  hath  excelled  all  other  of  like  Dignity,  Thefe 
are  therefore^  in  the  Name  of  the  faid  Prince^  to  require  you  forth^

your  Perfon  ; and  withal^  upon  the  Receipt  hereof  to  make  Contribution 
of  fucb  Benevolence  as  may  exprejs  your  good  Affetlion  to  the  State^  and 
he  anfwerahle  to  your  Quality*  We  have  appointed  our  voell^  beloved 
Edward  Jones  our  Foreign  Collector,  who  fha/I  attend  you  by  himfelf 
or  by  his  Deputy.

Upon  the  lO*-  Day  of  Decemher,  being  St.  Thomas  s Eve,  the 
Prince,  with  all  his  Train  in  Order,  as  above  fet  down,  marchc4 
from  his  Lodging,  to  the  great  Hall ; and  there  took  his  place  in  Ins 
Throne,  under  a rich  Cloth  of  State : His  Counfellors  and  great 
Lords  were  placed  about  him,  and  before  him  ; below  the  Half-pace, 
at  a Table,  fate  his  learned  Council  and  Lawyers  ; the  reft  of  the 
Officers  and  Attendants  took  their  proper  Places,  as  belonged  to 
their  Condition. 

Then  the  Trumpets  were  commanded  to  found  thrice  ; whicli  be- 
ing done,  the  King  at  Arms,  in  his  rich  Surcoat  of  Arms,  ftood  forth 
before  the  Prince,  and  proclaimed  his  Style  as  followeth. 

jBj  the  facred  Laws  of  Arms,  and  anthorized  Ceremonies  of  the 
fame  ( manure  the  Conceit  of  any  Malecontent ')  I do  pronounce  my  Sove- 
reign Liege  Lord,  Sir  Henry,  nghtfuUj  to  he  the  higjj  and  mighty 
Prince  of  Purpoole,  Arch-Duke  of  Stapulia  and  Bernardia,  Duke  of 
the  High  and  Nether  Holborn,  Marquis  of  St.  Gilesh  and  Tottenham, 
Count  Palatine  of  Bloomsbury  and  Clerkenwell,  Great  Lord  of  the 
Cantons  of  Illington,  &c.  Knight  of  the  mojl  honourable  Order  of  the 
Helmet,  and  Sovereign  of  the  fame. 

After  that  the  King  at  Arms  had  thus  proclaimed  his  Style,  the 
Trumpets  founded  again  ; and  then  entred  the  Prince’s  Champion, 
all  in  compleat  Armour,  on  Horfe-back,  and  fo  came  riding  round 
about  the  Fire  y and  in  the  midft  of  the  Hall,  ftayed,  and  made  his 
Challenge  in  thefe  Words  following.

If  there  he  any  Man^  of  high  Degree^  or  loiv^  that  will  fay  that  my 
Sovereign  is  not  rightly  Prince  .of  Purpoole,  as  hy  his  King  at  Arms 
right-now  hath  been  proclaimed^  I am  ready  here  to  maintain,^  that  he 
lieth  as  a falfe  Traitor  ; and  I do  challenge^  in  Combat ^ to  fight  with 
him^  either  now^  or  at  any  time  or  place  appointed : And  in  token  here- 
ofy  I gage  my  Gaunt  let  y us  the  Prince’s  true  Knight  y and  his  Champion, 

When  the  Champion  had  thus  made  his  Challenge,  he  departed  ; 
then  the  Trumpets  were  commanded  to  fouud,  and  the  King  at  Arms 
blazoned  the  Prince  his  Highnefs’s  Arms,  as  followeth. 
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The  mojl  mighty  Prince  of  Purpoole,  &c.  hearetb  his  Shield  of  the 
highejl  Jupiter.  In  Pointy  a Sacred  Imperial  Diadem^  fafelj  guarded 
by  the  Helmet  of  the  great  Goddefs  Pallas,  from  the  Fiolence  of  Darts y 
Bullets  and  Bolts  of  Saturn,  Momus,  and  the  Idiot ; all  environed  voith 
the  Piihhand  of  Loyalty^  having  a Pendant  of  the  mofi  heroical  Order  of 
Knighthood  of  the  Helmet ; tlje  Word  hereunto^  Sic  virtus  honorem. 
For  his  Highnefs  s Crefl^  the  glorious  Planet  Sol,  courftng  through  the 
twelve  Signs  of  the  Zodiack,  on  a Celeflial  Glole^  moved  upon  the  two 
PoleSy  Artick  and  Antartick  ; with  this  Motto^  Dum  totum  peragra- 
verit  orbeni.  All  fet  upon  a Chapliew  : Mars  turned  up^  Luna  man- 
telled^  Sapphire  doubted  Pearf  jupported  by  two  anciently  renowned 
and  glorious  Griffyns^  which  have  been  always  in  League  with  the  ho- 
nourable Pegafus. 

The  Conceit  hereof  was  to  Ihew,  that  the  Prince,  whofe  private 
Arms  were  three  Helmets,  lliould  defend  his  Honour  by  Vertue,  frorri 
Reprehenfions  of  Male-contents,  Carpers  and  Fools.  The  Ribband  of 
Blue,  with  an  Helmet  Pendant,  in  intimation  of  St.  George,  In  his 
Crefl,  his  Government  for  the  twelve  Days  of  Chriflmas  was  refem- 
bled  to  the  Suns  pahing  the  twelve  Signs,  though  the  Princes  Courfe 
had  fome  odd  degrees  beyond  that  time  : But  he  was  wholly  fuppor-^ 
ted  by  the  Griff)ms,‘  for  Grays-Inn-Gmtlcmcn,,  and  not  the  Treafurc' 
of  the  Houfe,  was  charged.  The  Words,  Sic  virtus  Honor em^  that 
his  Vertue  Ihould  defend  his  Honour,  whilft  he  had’ run  his  whole 
Gourfe  of  Dominion,  without  any  either  Eclipfe  or  Retrogradation. 

After  thefe  things  thus  done,  the  Attorney  flood  up,  and  made  a 
Speech  of  Gratulation  to  the  Prince and  therein  Ihewed  udiat  great 
'Happinefs  was  like  to  enfae,  by  the  Eledion  of  fo  noble  and  vertuous 
a Prince,  as  then  reigned  over  them ; rightly  extolling  the  Nobility, 
Vertue,  PuifTance,  and  the  fingular:  Perfedions  of  his  Sovereign; 
whereby  he  took  occafion  alfo.to  move  the  Subjeds  to  be  forward  to 
perform  all  Obedience  and  Service  to  his  Excellency ; asalfo  to  fur- 
nilh  his  Wants,  if  fo  be  that  itwere  requifjte  ; and,  in  a \vord,  per^ 
fwaded  the  People,  that  they  were  happy  in  having  fuch  a Prince  to 
rule  over  them  ; and  likewife,  allured  the  Prince,  that  he  alfo  was 
mod  happy,  in  having  Rule  over  fo  dutiful  and  loving  Subjeds,  that 
would  not  think  any  thing,  were  it  Lands,  Goods,  or  Life,  too  dear' 
to  be  at  his  Highnefs’s  Command  and  Service.. 
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The  Prince’s  Highnefs  made  again  this  Anfu^r,  ^ Tliat  he  did  ac- 
‘ knowledge  himfelf  to  be  deeply  bound  to  their  Merits ; and  in  that 
‘ regard  did  promife,  that  he  would  be  a gracious  and  loving  Prince 
‘ to  lb  well-dcferving  Subjects.  And  concluded  with  good  liking  and 
Commendations  of  their  Proceedings. 

Then  the  Sollicitor,  having  certain  great  old  Books  and  Records 
lying  before  him,  made  this  Speech  to  his  Honour,  as  follow  eth. 

Molt  Excellent  Prince, 

Hi^  Superiority  and  Dominion  is  illufirated  and  adorned  hy  the 
humble  Services  of  nolle  and  mighty  Per  [on  ages  : And  therefore^  amidji 
the  Garland  of  your  Royalties  of  your  Croivn^  this  is  a principal  Flower^ 
That  in  your  Provinces  and  Territories^  divers  mighty  and  puifant 
Potentates  are  your  Homagers  and  Vajfals  ; and^  although  infinite  are 
your  Feodaries^  which  by  their  Tenures  do  perform  Royal  Service  to 
your  Sacred  Perjon^  pay  huge  Sums  into  your  Treafury  and  Exchequer^ 
and  maintain  whole  Legions  for  the  Defence  of  your  Country ; yet  fome 
fpecial  Perfons  there  are^  charged  by  their  Tenures^  to  do  special  Ser- 
vice at  this  your  glorious  Inthronization ; whofe  Tenures^  for  their 
Strangenefsy  are  admirable  ; for  their  Value^  inejlimable  ; and  for 
their  Worthinefs^  incomparable  : The  Particulars  whereof  do  here  ap- 
pear in  your  Excellency  s Records^  in  the  Book  of  Dooms-day,  remai- 
ning in  your  Exchequer^  in  the  ^oth,  and  ^ooth.  Chejl  there. 

The  Tflames  of  Juch  Homagers  and  Tributaries  as  hold  any  Signio^ 
riesy  LordjhipSy  Lands y ^riVdegeSy  or  Liberties  under  his  Ho* 
nouTy  and  the  Tenures  and  Services  belonging  to  the  famCy  as 
foI/oMth. 

ALfonfo  de  Stapuliay  and  Davillo  de  Bernardia^  hold  the  Arch- 
Dukedoms  of  Stapulia  and  BernardiayTi  the  Prince  of  Purpoolcy 
by  Grand  Serjeantry,  andCaftle-Guard  of  the  Caftles  of  Stapulia  and 
Bernardia^  and  to  right  and  relieve  all  Wants  and  Wrongs  of  all  La- 
dies, Matrons  and  Maids  within  the  faid  Arch-Dutchy  ; and  rendring, 
on  the  Day  of  his  Excellency’s  Coronation,  a Coronet  of  Gold,  and 
yearly  five  hundred  Millions,  Sterling. 
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Maroito  Marquarillo  de  Hdhorn  holdeth  the  Manners  of  High  and 
Nether  Hollorn  by  Cornage  in  Capite^  of  the  Prince  of  Furpoole  ; 
and  rendring  on  the  Day  of  his  Honour’s  Coronation,  for  every  of 
the  Prince’s  Pcnfioners,  one  Milk-white  Doe , to  be  bellowed  on 
them  by  the  Prince,  for  a Favour,  or  New-years-nighr-gift  ,*  and  ren- 
dring yearly  tw  o hundred  Millions,  Sterling, 

Lucy  Negro,,  Abbefs  de  Clerkenwell^  holdeth  the  Nunnery  of  Cler- 
kemvell,,  with  the  Lands  and  Privileges  thereunto  belonging,  of  the 
Prince  of  Furpoole  by  Night-Service  in  Cauda,,  and  to  find  a Choir  cf 
Nuns,  with  burning  Lamps,  to  chaunt  Flaceho  to  the  Gentlemen  of 
the  Prince’s  Privy-Chamber,  on  the  Day  of  His  Excellency’s  Coro- 
nation. 

Ruffiano  de  St.  Giles's  holdeth  the  Town  of  St.  Giles's  by  Cornage 
in  Cauda,,  of  the  Prince  of  Furpoole,,  and  rendring  on  the  Day  of  His 
Excellency’s  Coronation,  two  ambling,  eafie  paced  Gennets,  for  the 
Prince’s  two  Pages  of  Honour ; and  rendring  yearly  two  hundred 
Millions,  Sterling, 

Cornelius  Comhaldus,,  de  Tottenham,,  holdeth  the  Grange  of  Totten- 
ham of  the  Prince  of  Furpoole,,  in  free  and  common  Soccage,  by  the 
twenty  fourth  part  of  a Night’s  Fee,  and  by  rendring  to  the  Mailer 
of  the  Ward  rope  fo  much  Cunny-Furr  as  will  ferve  to  line  his  Night- 
Cap,  and  face  a pair  of  Mittins ; and  yielding  yearly  four  Quarters 
of  Rye,  and  threefcore  double  Duckets  on  the  Feall  of  St.  Fancras, 
Bartholometis  de  Bloomsbury  holdeth  a thoufand  Hides  in  Blooms- 
bury,, of  the  Prince  of  Furpoole,,  by  Efeuage  Inccrtain,  and  rendring 
on  the  Day  of  His  Excellency’s  Coronation  one  Amazon,,  with  a Ring 
to  be  run  at  by  the  Knight  s of  the  Prince’s  Band,  and  the  Mark  to 
be  his  Trophy  that  lhall  be  adjudged  the  bravelt  Courfer  y and  ren- 
dring yearly  fifty  Millions,  Sterling, 

Amarillo  de  Paddington  holdeth  an  hundred  Ox- gangs  of  Land  in 
Paddington,,  of  the  l^rince  of  Furpoole,,  by  Petty-Serjeantry,  thaf 
when  the  Prince  maketli  a Voyage  Royal  againft  the  Amazons,  to 
fubdue  and  bring  them  under,  he  do  find,  at  his  owm  Charges,  a 
thoufand  Men,  well  furnifiied  with  long  and  flrong  Morris-pikes, 
black  Bills,  or  Halberts,  with  Morians  on  their  FIcads  ,*  and  rendring 
yearly  four  hundred  Millions,  Sterling, 

Bawdwine  de  IJlington  h.o\Att\i  the  Town  of  Ijlington  of  the  Prince 
of  Furpoole,  by  Grand- Serjeantry  ^ and  rendring,  at  the  Coronation  of 

his. 
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his  Honour,  for  every  Maid  in  Ijlington^  continuing  a Virgin  after  the 
Age  of  Fourteen  Years,  one  hundred  thoufand  Millions,  Sterling, 

Jordano  Surt^no  de  Kentijh~Ttmn^  holdeth  the  Canton  of  Kentifl^ 
of  the  Prince  o[  Pur  poo  le^  in  Tail-general,  at  the  Will  of  the 
laid  Prince,  as  ot  his  Mannor  of  Deep-Inn^  in  his  Province  of  Jjlhg- 
ton  by  the  Veirge,  according  to  the  Cuftom  of  the  faid  Mannor ; 
That  when  any  of  the  Prince's  Officers  or  Family  do  refort  thither, 
for  Change  of  Air,  or  elfe  Variety  of  Diet,  as  weary  of  Court-Life, 
and  fuch  Provifion,  he  do  provide  for  a Mefs  cf  the  Yeomen  of  the 
Guard,  or  any  of  the  Black-Guard,  or  fuch  hke  inferior  Officers  fo 
coming,  eight  Loins  of  Mutton,  which  are  found,  well  fed,  and  net 
infec3:ious  ,*  and  for  ev^ery  Gentleman-Penfioner,  or  other  of  good 
Quality,  Coneys,  Pidgeons,  Chickens,  or  fuch  dainty  Morlels.  But 
the  faid  Jordanois  not  bound  by  his  Tenure,  to  boil,  road,  or  bake 
the  fame,  or  meddleTurther  than  the  bare  Delivery  of  the  faid  Cates, 
and  fo  to  leave  them  to  'the  handling,  drelfing  and  breaking  up  of 
themfelves  ; and  rendring  for  a Fine  to  the  Pnnee  one  thoufand  five 
hundred  Marks. 

Markafius  Ruflicanus^  and  Hieronymus  Faludenjis  de  KmgJjts-hridgt^ 
do  hold  the  Village  of  Knight s^hridge^  with  the  Appurtenances  in 
Knigjots-hridge^  ol  the  Prince  of  Furpoole\  by  Villenage  in  bafe  Te- 
nure, that  they  two  ihall  jointly  find  three  hundred  able  and  fufficient 
labouring  Men,  with  Infiruments  and  Tools  necefiary  for  the  making 
clean  ot  all  Channels,  Sinks,  Creeks  and  Gutters  within  all  the  Cities 
of  His  Highnefs  s Dominions ; and  alfo  ihall  cleanfe  and  keep  clean 
all,  and  all  manner  of  Ponds,  Puddles,  Daius,  Springs,  Locks,  Run- 
lets, Becks,  Water-gates,  Sluces,  Paflages,  (trait  Entrances,  and  dange- 
rous Quagmires  ; and  alfo  Ihall  repair  and  mend  alt  common  H.gli 
andLow-Ways,  by  laying  Stones  in  the  Pits  and  naughty  places 
thereof;  and  alfo  that  they  do  not  fufier  the  aforefaid  places  to  go  to 
decay  through  their  default,  and  lack  of  looking  unto,  or  ncgledl  of 
doing  their  parts  and  duties  therein. 

The  Tenures  being  thus  read  by  the  Solllcitor,  tlien  were  called  by 
their  Names  thofe  Homagers  that  were  to  perform  their  Services,  ac- 
cording to  their  Tenures. 

Upon  the  Summons  given,  Alfonfo  de  Stapul'ia,  and  Davillo  de 
Bernardui  came  to  the  Prince’s  Fcct-ftocl,  and  ofieicd  a Coronet,

According  to  their  Service,  and  did  Homage  to  His  Highnefs  in  fo- 
lemn  manner,  kneeling,  according  to  the  Order  in  fuch  Cafes  accu- 
flomed.  The  reft  that  appeared  were  deferred  to  beteer  leifure  ,*  and 
they  that  made  default  were  fined  at  great  Sums,  and  their  Defaults 
recorded. 

There  was  a Parliament  intended,  and  fummoned  ; but  by  reafon 
that  fome  fpecial  Officers  that  were  by  neceflary  Occafions,  urged  to 
be  abfent,  without  whofe  Prefence  it  could  not  be  performed,  it  was 
dallied.

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‘Chafe,  orPurllew,  indofed  or  com  pailed  with  Wall,  Pale,  Grove, 

‘ Hedge,  or  Bulhes,  ufed  ftill  and  occupied  for  the  keeping,  breeding, 

‘ or  cherifliing  of  young  Deer,  Prickets,  or  any  other  Game,  fit  to  L'C 
‘ preferved  and  nourilhed ; or  fuch  as  do  hunt,  chafe,  or  drive  out  any 
‘ fuch  Deer,  to  the  prejudice  and  decay  of  fuch  Game  and  Pafs-times 
‘ within  our  Dominions. 

‘ Except,  All  fuch  Perfons  as  lhall  fhoot  in  any  Hand-Gun,  Demy- 
‘ Hag,  or  Hag-butt,  either  Half-lhot,  or  Bullet,  at  any  Fowl,  Bird, 

‘ or  Beaft  ; either  at  any  Deer,  Red  or  Fallow’,  or  any  other  thing  or 
‘ things,  except  it  be  a Butt  fet,  laid,  or  raifed  in  Ibme  convenient 
‘ place,  fit  for  the  fame  purpofe. 

‘ Except,  All  and  every  Artificer,  Crafts-man,  Labourer,  Houfs- 
‘ holder,  or  Servant,  being  a Lay-man,  which  hath  not  Lands  to  the 
‘ yearly  Value  of  forty  Shillings ; or  any  Clerk,  not  admitted  or  ad- 
‘ vanced  to  the  Benefice  of  the  value  of  ten  Pounds  per  Annum,  that 
‘ with  any  Grey-hound,  Mongrel,  Maftiff^  Spaniel,  or  otlier  Dogs, 

‘ doth  hunt  in  other  Men’s  Parks,  Warrens  and  Coney-grees ; or  ufe 
‘ any  Ferrets,  Hare-pipes,  Snarles,  Ginns,  or  other  Knacks  or  Devices 
‘ to  take  or  deftroy  Docs,  Hares,  or  Coneys,  or  other  Gentlemen’s 
‘ Game,  contrary  to  the  form  and  meaning  of  a Statute  in  that  Cafe 

* provided. 

‘ Except,  All  Merchant-Adventurers,  tliat  ftiip  or  lade  any  Wares 

* or  Merchandize,  into  any  Port  or  Creek,  in  any  Flemtjh,  French,  or 
*•  Dutch,  or  other  Outlandifli  Hoy,  Ship,  or  Bottom,  whereof  the 
‘ Prince,  nor  Ibme  of  his  Subjedfs  be  not  Pofleffioners  and  Proprieta- 
‘ ries ; and  the  Matters  and  Mariners  of  the  fame  Vefi£ls  and  Bottoms 
*^to  be  the  Prince’s  SubjedJs ; whereby  our  own  Shipping  is  many 
‘ times  unfiraught,  contrary  unto  divers  Statutes  in  that  Cafe  provided. 

‘ Except,  All  Owners,  Matters  and  Purfersof  our  Ships,  as  for  the 
‘ Tranfportation  of  Freight  from  one  Port  to  another,  liave  received 
^ and  taken  any  Sums  ot  Money  above  the  Statute-Allowance  in  that 
‘ behalf,  viz.  For  every  dry  Fatt,  6 d.  for  every  Bale,  one  Foot  long, 

‘ I r.  for  every  Hoglhead,  Pipe,  or  Tierce  of  VVine,  5 s. 

‘ Except,  All  decayed  Houfes  of  Husbandry,  and  Houfewifery,  and- 
‘ Inclofures,  and  Severalties,  converting^  of  any  Lands  ufed  and  occu- 
‘ pied  to  Tillage  and  Sowing,  intoPafture  and  Feeding ; whereby 
‘ Idknels  increafctlt.  Husbandry  and  Houfewifery  is  decayed,  and 
* Towns  are  dispeopled,  contrary  to  the  Statute  in  that  Cafe  made 
‘^and  provided^.  ‘ Except y. 
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‘ Excepty  All  fuch  Perfons  as  lliall  malicioufly  and  willingly  bum 
* or  cut,  or  caufe  to  be  burned  or  cut,  any  Conduit,  or  Trough,  Pipe, 
‘ or  any  other  Inftrument  ufed  as  means  of  Conveyance  of  any  Li- 
‘ quor.  Water,  or  other  kind  of  Moiflure. 

‘ Except y All  Commoners  within  any  Foreft,Chace,Moor,Marlli, 
‘ Heath,  or  other  wafte  Ground,  which  hath  put  to  Pafture  into,  or 
‘ upon  the  fame,  any  ftoned  Horfes,  not  being  of  the  Altitude  and 
‘ Heighth  contained  in  the  Statute,  in  that  Cafe  made  and  provided 
‘ for  the  good  Breed  of  ftrong  and  large  Horfes,  which  is  much  de- 
‘ cayed,  little  ftoned  Horfes,  Nags  and  Hobbies  being  put  to  Pafture 
‘ there,  and  in  fuch  Commons. 

‘ Except,  All  Fugitives,  Failers  and  Flinchers,  that  with  Shame  and 
‘ Difcredit  are  fled  and  vaniflied  out  of  the  Prince’s  Dominions  of  Fur- 
‘ poohy  and  efpecially  from  his  Court  at  Gray  ay  this  time  of  Ghrifl- 
‘ mas,  to  withdraw  themfelves  from  His  Honour’s  Service  and  Atten- 
‘ dance,  contrary  to  their  Duty  and  Allegiance,  and  to  their  perpe- 
‘ tual  Ignominy,  and  incurable  l.ofs  of  Credit  and  good  Opinion, 
‘ which  belongeth  to  ingenious  and  well-minded  Gentlemen. 

‘ Except,  All  Concealments,  and  wrongful  Detainments  of  any 
‘ Subfidies  and  Revenues,  Benevolences  and  Receipts  upon  Privy 
‘ Seals,  &c. 

'■Except,  All,  and  all  manner  of  Offences,  Pains,  Penalties,  Mulcfts, 
‘ Fines,  Amerciaments  and  Punifliments,  Corporal  and  Pecuniary, 
‘ whatfoever. 

The  Pardon  being  thus  read  by  the  Sollicitor,  tlie  Prince  made  a 
fliort  Speech  to  his  Subjects,  w herein  he  gave  tliem  to  underftand, 
that  although  in  •Clemency  he  pardoned  all  Offences,  to  that  prefent 
time ; yet  notwithftanding,  his  meaning  thereby  was  not  to  give  any 
the  leaft  occafion  of  Prefumption  in  breaking  his  Laws,  and  the  Cu- 
ftoms  laudably  bfed  through  his  Dominions  and  Government.  Nei- 
ther did  he  now  fo  graciouffy  forgive  all  Errors  and  Mifdemcanours 
as  he  would  hereatter  feverely  and  ftridtly  reform  the  fame.  His 
Will  was,  that  Juftxe  fliould  be  adminiftred  to  every  Subject,  without 
any  Partiality ; and  that  the  Wronged  flrould  make  their  Caufes known 
to  himlelf,  by  Petition  to  the  Mafter  of  the  Requefts  : And  further 
exculed  the  Caufes  of  the  great  Taxes,  and  uums  of  Money,  that  were 
levied,  by  reafon  that  liis  Predeceflbrs  had  not  left  his  Coflers  full  of 
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Treafurc,  nor  his  Crown  fo  furnillied,  as  became  the  Dignity,  of ;'fo 
great  a Prince. 

Then  His  Highnefs  called  for  the  Mafter  of  the  Revels,  and  wil- 
led him  t0  pafs  the  time  in  Dancing ; So  his  Gentlemen-Penfioners 
and  Attendants,  very  gallantly  appointed,  in  thirty  Couples,  danced 
the  Old  Meafures,  and  their  Galliards,  and  other  kind  of  Dances,  re-' 
veiling  until  it  was  very  late ; arid  fo  fpent  the  reft  of  their  Perfor- 
mance in  thofe  Exercifes,  until  it  pleafed  His  Honour  to  take  his  way 
to  his  Lodging,  with  Sound  of  Trumpets,  and  his  Attendants  in  or- 
der, as  is  above  fet  down. 

Thcre.was  the  Conclufion  of  the  firft  grand  Night,  the  Perfor- 
mance whereof  increafed  the  Expedfation  of  thofe  things  that  were 
to  enfuc  ; infomuch  that  the  common  Report  amongft  ail  Strangers 
was  fo  great,  and  the  Expeftation  of  our  Proceedings  fo  extraordina- 
ry, that  it  urged  us  to  take  upon  us  a greater  State  than  was  at  the 
firft  intended  : And  therefore,  befides  all  the  ftately  and  fumptuous 
Service  that  was  continually  done  the  Prince,  in  very  Princely  man- 
ner ; and  befides  the  daily  Revels,  and  fuch  like  Sports,  which  w'ere 
ufual,  there  was  intended  divers  grand  Nights,  for  the  Entertainment 
of  Strangers  to  our  Pafs-times  and  Sports. 

The  next  grand  Night  was  intended  to  be  upon  Innocents-Day  at 
Night  ; at  which  time  there  wus  a great  Prefence  of  Lords,  Ladies, 
and  worihipful  Perfonages,  that  did  expeft  fome  notable  Performance 
at  that  time  ; which,  indeed,  had  been  effecifed,  if  the  multitude  of 
Beholders  had  not  been  fo  exceeding  great,  that  thereby  there  w^as  no 
convenient  room  for  thofe  that  were  Aritofs ; by  reafon  whereof,  ve- 
ry good  Inventions  and  Conccipts  could  not  have  opportunity  to  be 
applauded,  wdiich  otherwife  would  have  been  great  Contentation  to 
the  Beholders.  Againft  w^hich  time,  our  Friend,  the  Inner  Temple^ 
determined  to  fend  their  Ambaflador  to  our  Prince  of  State,  as  lent- 
ixom  Frederick  Templarhis^  their  Emperor,  who  was Ithen  buried  in 
his  Wars  againft  the  Turk.  The  Ambariador  came  very  gallantly  ap- 
pointed, and  attended  by  a great  number  of  brave  Gentlemen,  which 
arrived  at  our  Court  about  Nine  of  the  Clock  at  Night.  Upon  their 
coming  thither,  the  King  at  Arms  gave  notice  to  the  Prince,  then 
fitting  in  his  Chair  of  State  in  the  Hall,  that  there  w^as  come  to  his 
Court  an  Ambariador  from  his  ancient  Friend  the  State  oiTemplaria^ 
which  derired  to  have  prefcnt  Accefs  unto  His  Highnefs ; and  Ihewed 
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his  Honour  further,  that  he  fecmed  to  be  of  very  good  fort,  lecaufe 
he  was  fo  well  attended  ; and  therefore  defired  that  it  would  pleafe 
His  Honour  that  fome  of  Jiis  Nobles  and  Lords  iniglit  condud:  him 
toHisHighneiss  Prefence  ; which  was  done.  So  he  wasbrc^ight  in 
very  folernnly,  with  Sound  of  Trumpets,  the  King  at  Arms  and  Lord , 
of  Fufipoole  making  to  his  Company,  wdiich  marched  before  him  in 
order.  He  was  received  very  kindly  of  the  Prince,  and  placed  in  a 
Chair  befides  His  Highnefs,  to  the  end  that  he  might  be  Partaker  of 
the  vSports  intended.  But  firfl:,  he  made  a Speech  to  the  Prince, 
wherein  he  declared  how  his  excellent  Renown  and  Fame  was  knov\m 
throughout  all  the  whole  World  ; and  that  the  Report  of  his  Great- 
nefs  was  not  contained  within  the  Bounds  of  the  Ocean,  but  had  come 
to  the  Ears  of  his  noble  Sovereign,  Frederick  Ter-ipicirius^  where  he  is' 
now  warring  againft  the  Tur'ks^  the  known  Enemies  to  all  ChriHsn- 
dom  ,*  who  iiaving  heard  that  His  Excellency  kept  his  Court  C)XGraya- 
this  Chrijlmai^  thought  it  to  Aand  with  his  ancient  League  of  Amity 
and  near  Kindnefs,  that  lb  long  hath  been  continued  and  increafe'd 
by  their  noble  AnceRors  of  famous  Memory  and  Defert,  to  gratulate 
his  Happinefs,  and  flourifliing  ERate  ; and  in  that  regard,  had  fent 
him  his  Ambailador,  to  be  refiding  at  His  Excellency’s  Court,  in  ho- 
nour of  his  Greatnefs,  and  token  of  his  tender  Love  and  Good  Will 
he  bcareth  to^His  Highnefs  f the  Confirmation  whereof  he  efpeciany 
required,  and  by  all  means  polfible,  would  Rudy  to  increafe  and  eter- 
nize : Which  Function  he  was  the  more  willing  to  accomplifli,  be- 
caufe  our  State  of  Gray  a did  grace  templar  the  Prefence  of  an 

Ambailador  about  thirty  Years  fince,  upoxi  like  occafion. 

Our  Prince  made  him  this- Anfwer,  That  he  did  acknowledge  tliat 
the  great  Kindnefs  of  his  Lord,  whereby  he  doth  invite  to  furtlier  de- 
grees in  firm  and  Loyal  Fricndfliip,  did  deferve  all  honourable  Com- 
mendations, and  ffiedtual  Accomplifiiment,  that  by  any  moans  miglit 
be  devifed  ; and  that  he  accounted  himfelf  happy,  by  having  the  fin- 
cere  and  RedfaR  Love  of  fo  gracious  a otl  renowned  a Prince,  as  his 
Lord  and  MaRer  deferved  to  be  eReemed  ; and  that  nothing,  in  the 
World  firould  hinder  the  due  Obfervation  of  fo  inviolable  a Band  as 
he  cReemed  his  Favour  and  Good  Will.  Withal,  he  entred  into  Com- 
mendations of  his  nvoble  and  courageous  Enter  prizes,  in  that  he  chu- 
feth  out  an  Ad  verfary  fit  for  his  Greatnefs  to  encounter  with,  Ifis  Ho- 
nour to  be  iliuftrated  by,  and  fueh  an  Enemy  to  all  Chrijlendom^  as 
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that  the  Glory  of  kk  ^^.lions  tend  n;  xh^  Safety  and  Liberty  of  all 
Civility  and  Hu  ii/^nity  * vet  notwiihltandin^  "1  - he  was  thus  em- 
ployed in  this  Action  o^  honouring  us,  he  ihewed  both  his  honou- 
rable Mindhfnefs  of  our  Love  and  Fncndfliip,  and  adfb  his  own  Puif- 
fance,  that  can  afford  fo  great  a number  o!  brave  Gentlemen,  and  fo 
gallantly  furnitlied  and  accomplilhed : And  fo  concluded,  with  a 
Welcome  both  to  the  Ambaffldor  himfelf,  and  his  Favourites,  for 
their  Lord  and  MafteFs  fake,  and  fo  for  their  own  good  Deferts  and 
Condition. 

When  the  Ambaffador  was  placed,  as  aforefaid,  and  that  there  was 
fomething  to  be  performed  for  the  Dcliglit  of  the  Beholders,  there 
arofe  fudi  a difordered  Tumult  and  Crowd  upon  die  Stage, that  there 
was  no  Opportunity  to  effed:  that  which  was  intended  : There  came 
fo  greata  number  of  worlliipful  Perfenagesupon  the  Stage,  that  might 
not  be  difplaced  ; and  Gentlewomen,  whofe  Sex  did  privilege  them 
from  Violence,  that  when  the  Prince  and  his  Officers  had  in  vain,  a 
good  while,  expeded  and  endeavoured  a Reformation,  at  length 
there  was  no  hope  of  Redrefs  for  that  prefent.  The  Lord  Ambaffador 
and  his  Train  thought  that  they  u^ere  not  fo  kindly  entertained,  as  was 
before  expeded,  and  thereupon  would  not  flay  any  longf  r at  that  time, 
but,  in  a fort,  difeontented  and  difpleafed.  After  their  Departure  the 
Throngs  and  Tumults  did  fomewhat  ceafe,  although  fo  much  of  them 
continued,  as  was  able  to  diforder  and  confound  any  good  Inventions 
whatfoever.  In  regard  whereof,  as  alfo  for  that  the  Sports  intended 
were  efpecially  for  the  gracing  of  the  Templarians^  it  was  thought 
good  notto  offer  any  thing  of  Account,  laving  Dancing  and  Revel- 
ling w'ith  Gentlewomen  ; and  after  fuch  Sports,  a Comedy  of  Er- 
rors (like  to  Fbutus  his  MeyiechmtLs)  was  played  by  the  Players.  So 
that  Night  was  begun,  and  continued  to  the  end,  in  nothing  but 
Confufion  and  Errors;  whereupon,  it  was  ever jafterwards  called, 
The  Night  of  Errors, 

This  mifchanceful  Accident  forting  fo  ill,  to  the  great  prejudice  of 
the  reft  of  our  Proceedings,  was  a great  Difcoui  ageinent  and  Difpa- 
ragement  to  our  whole  State  ; yet  it  gave  occafion  to  theLawyeisof 
the  Prince  s Council,  the  next  N:ght,  after  Revels,,  to  read  a'Com- 
miffion  of  Oyer  and  Terminer dircd:ed  to  certain  Noble-men  and 
Lords  of  His  Highnefs’s  Council,  and  others,  that  they  Ihould  en- 
quire, or  caufc  Enquiry  to  be  made  of  fome great  Diforders  and  Abu- 

fes 
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fes  lately  done  and  committed  within  His  Higlinefs’s  Dominions  of 
Purpoole^  efpecially  by  Sorceries  and  Inchantments  ; and  namely,  of 
a great  Witchcraft  ufed  the  Night  before,  whereby  there  were  great 
Diforders  and  MifJemeanours,  by  Hurly-burlies,  Crowds,  Errors, 
Confufions,  vain  Reprefentations  anei  Shews,  to  the  utter  Difcredit 
of  our  State  and  Policy. 

The  next  Night  upon  this  Occafion,  we  preferred  Judgments  thick 
and  threefold,  which  w^ere  read  publickly  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown, 
being  all  againi'l  a Sorcerer  or  Conjurer  tliat  was  fuppofed  to  be  the 
Caufe  of  that  confuied  Inconvenience.  Therein  w^as  contained, 
How  he  had  caufed  the  Stage  to  be  built,  and  Scaffolds  to  be  reared 
to  the  top  of  the  Houfe,  to  increafe  Exped:ation.  Alfo  how  he  had 
caufed  divers  Ladies  and  Gentlewomen,  and  others  of  good  Condi- 
tion, to  be  invited  to  our  Sports  ; alfo  our  deareft  Friend,  the  State 
of  Templaria^  to  be  difgraced,  and  difappointed  of  their  kind  Enter- 
tainment, deferved  and  intended.  Alfo  that  he  caufed  Throngs  and 
Tumults,  Crowds  and  Outrages,  to  difturb  our  whole  Proceedings. 
And  Laftly,  that  he  had  foifted  a Company  of  bafeand  common  Fel- 
low^s,  to  make  upour  Diforders  with  a Play  of  Errors  and  Confufions,* 
and  that  that  Night  had  gained  to  us  Difcredit,  and  it  felf  a Nick- 
name of  Errors.  All  which  w^cre  againft  the  Crowm  and  Dignity  of 
our  Sovereign  Lord,  the  Prince  of  Purpook. 

Under  Colour  of  tbefe  Proceedings,  were  laid  open  to  the  View, 
all  the  Caufes  of  note  that  were  committed  by  our  chiefeft  States-men 
in  the  Government  of  our  Principality  ; and  every  Officer  in  any 
great  Place,  that  liad  not  performed  his  Duty  in  that  Service,  w^as 
taxed  liereby,  from  the  highefl  to  the  lowed,  not  fparing  the  Guard> 
and  Porters,  that  differed  fo  many  difordered  Perfons  to  enter  in  at 
the  Court-Gates  : Upon  whofeaforefaid  Indidments,  the  Prifoner  was 
arraigned  at  the  Bar,  being  brought  thither  by  the  Lieutenant  of  the 
Tower  (for  at  that  time  the  Stocks  were  graced  with  that  Name  ,* ) 
and  the  Sheriff  impannelled  a Jury  of  Twenty  four  Gentlemen,  that 
were  to  give  their  Verdied"  upon  the  Evidence  given.  The  Prifoner - 
appealed  to  the  Prince  his  Excellency  for  Juftice,  and  humbly  defired, 
that  it  would  pieafe  His  Higlinefs  to  underftand  the  Truth  of  the 
Matter  by  his  SupjMication,  which  he  had  ready  to  be  offered  to  the 
Mailer  of  the  Requefts.  The  Prince  gave  leave  to  the  Matter  of  tHe 
Requefts,  that  he  fliould  read  the  Petition  ; wherein  was  a Difdofure  - 
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of  all  the  Knavery  and  Juggling  of  the  Attorney  and  Sollicltor, which 
had  brought  all  this  Law-flufr  on  piirpofe  to  blind  the  Eyes  of  his  Ek- 
cellency,  and  all  the  honourable  Court  there , going  about  to  make 
them  think,  that  thofe  thirtgs  which  they  all  faw  and  preceived  fen- 
fibly  to  be  in  very  deed  done,  and  adually  performed,  were  nothin^^ 
elfc  but  vain  Illufions,  Fancies,  Dreams  and  Enchantments,  and  to  be 
wrought  and  compaiTed  by  the  Means  of  a poor  harmlefs  Wretch, 
•that  never  had  heard  of  fucli  great  Matters  in  all  his  Life  : Whereas 
the  very  Fault  was  in  the  Negligence  of  the  Princes  Council,  Lords 
and  Officers  of  his  State,  that  had  the  Rule  of  the  Roaft,  and  by  whofc 
Advice  the  Commonwealth  was  fo  foundly  mif-governed.  To  prove 
ihcfe  things  to  be  true,  he  brought  diversTnllances  of  great  Abfurdi- 
ties  committed  by  the  greateft ; and  made  fuch  Allegations,  as  could 
not  be  denied.  Thefe  were  done  by  fome  tlvat  were  touched  by  the 
Attorney  and  Sollicitor,  in  their  former  Proceedings,  and  they  ufed 
the  Prifoners  Names  for  means  of  Quittance  with  t&m  in  thattehalf. 
But  the  Prince  and  States-men  (being  pinched  on  both  fides,  by  both 
the  Parties)  were  not  a little  offended  at  the  great  Liberty  that  they 
had  taken,  in  cenfuring  fo  far  of  His  Highnefs’s  Government and 
thereupon  the  Prifoner  was  freed  and  pardoned,  the  A.ttorney,  Solli- 
citor, Mafter  of  the  Reqiieffs,  and  thofe  that  were  aequainted  with 
the  Draught  of  the  Petition,  were  all  of  them  commianded  to  the 
Tower  ; fo  the  Lieutenant  took  charge  of  them.  And  this  was  the 
End  of  our  Law-fports,  concerning  the  Night  of  Errors. 

When  we  were  wearied  with  mocking  thus  at  our  own  Follies,  at 
length  there  was  a great  Confultation  had"for  the  Recovery  of  our 
loft  Fionour.  It  was  then  concluded,  that  firft  the  Prince’s  Council 
fhould  be  reformed,  and  fome  graver  Conccipts  lliould  have  their 
places,  to  advife  upon  thofe  things  that  were  propounded  to  be  done 
afterward.  Therefore,  upon  better  Confideration,  there  were  divers 
Plots  and  Device^  intended  againft  the  Friday  after  Newyean-day,, 
being  the  yLoi  January  : And  to  prev^ent  all  unruly  Tumults,  and 
former  Inconveniences,  there  w'as  provided  a Watch  of  Armed  Men, 
to  ward  at  the  four  Ports  and  Whifflers,  to  make  good  Order  un- 
der the  four  Barons  ,•  and  the.  Lord  Warden  to  overTee  them  all,  that 
none  but  thoffe  that  were  of  good  Condition  might  be=  fuffered  to 
be  let  into  the  Court : And  the  lik(?  Officer^  were  every  where  ap- 
pointed. 
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On  the  3 of  January  at  flight,  there  was  a mofl  IionourablePrc- 
fence  of  Great  and  Noble  Perfonages,  that  came  as  invited  to  our 
Prince;  as  namely,  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Earls  of 
Shrewsbury j Cumberland^  Northumberland^  Southampton  and  Effex^  the 
Lords  Buckhurfl^  iVindfor^  Mount] oy^  Sheffield^ompton^  Rkh^  Burleygh^ 
Mount  eagle  ^ and  the  Lord  Thomas  Howard Sit  Thomas  Henneage^  Sir 
Robert  Cecill ; with  a great  number  of  Knights,  Ladies  and  very  wor* 
lliipful  Perfonages : All  which  had  convenient  Places,  and  very  good 
Entertainment,  to  their  good  Liking  and  Contentment. 

When  they  were  all  thus  placed  and  fetled  in  very  good  Order,  the 
Prince  came  into  the  Hall  with  his  wonted  State,  and  afeended  his 
Throne  at  the  high  End  of  the  Hall,  under  His  Highnefs’s  Arms  ; 
and  after  him  came  the  Ambahador  of  Templaria^  with  his  Train  like- 
wife,  and  was  placed  by  the  Prince  as  he  was  before  ; his  Train  alfo 
had  Places  referved  for  them,  and  were  provided  for  them  particular- 
ly. Then,  after  variety  of  Mufick,  they  were  prefented  with  this 
Device. 

At  the  fide  of  the  Hall,  behind  a Curtain,  was  ereibed  an  Altar  to 
the  Goddefs  of  Amity  ; her  Arch-Flamen,  ready  to  attend  the  Sacri- 
fice and  Incenfe  that  fliould,  by  her  Servants,  be  offered  unto  her  ; 
Round  about  the  fame  fate  Nymphs  and  Fairies,  with  Inftruments  of 
Mufick,  and  made  very  pleafant  Melody  with  Viols  and  Voices,  and 
fang  Hymns  and  Praifes  to  her  Deity. 

Then  iflued  forth  of  another  Room  the  firfipair  of  Friends,  which 
were  Thefeiis  and  Rerithous  ; they  came  in  Arm  in  Arm,  and  offered 
Incenfe  upon  the  Altar  to  their  Goddefs,  which  fliincd  and  burned  ve- 
ry clear,  without  Blemifli ; which  being  done,  they  departed. 

Then  likewife  came  Achilles  Patroclus ; after  them,  Filades 
and  Ore[les*^  then  Scipio  and  Lelius : And  all  thefe  did,  in  all  things, 
as  the  former,  and  fo  departed. 

Lafily,  'were  prefented  Grjm  and  Templar  his  ; and  they  two  came 
lovingly,  Arm  in  Arm,  to  the  Altar,  and  offered  their  Incenfe  as  the 
reft,  but  the  Goddefs  did  not  accept  of  their  Service ; which  appea- 
red by  the  troubled  Smoak,  and  dark  Vapour,  that  choaked  the  Flame, 
and  fmothered-the  clear  burning  thereof.  Hereat,  the  ArchTlamen , 
willing  to  pacific  the  angry  Goddefs,  preferred  certain  myftical  Ce- 
remonies and  Invocations,  and  commanded  the  Nymphs  to  fing  fome 
Hymns  of  Pacification  to  her  Deity,  and  caufed  them  to  make  proffer 
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of  their  Devotion  again  j which  they  did,  and  then  the  Flame  burnt 
more  dear  tinn  at  any  time  before,  and  continued  longer  in  bright- 
nefs  and  ihining  to  them,  than  to  any  of  thofe  Pairs  of  Friends  that 
had  gone  before  them  ; and  fo  they  departed. 

Then  the  Arch-Flamen  did  prcnounce  Graj;/s  and  TempLvius  to  be 
as  true  and  perfed  Friends,  and  fo  familiarly  united  and  linked  with 
the  Bond  and  League  of  fincerc  Friendihip  and  Amity,  as  ever  were 
Thefeus  and  Perithous^  Achilles  and  Patroclus^  F Hades  and  Ore//ej,or 
Scipio  and  Lelius  ; and  therewithal  did  further  divine, that  this  Love 
Ihould  be  perpetual.  And  Laftly, denounced  an  heavy  Curfe  on  them 
that  ihall  any  way  go  about  to  break  or  weaken  the  fam.e ; and  an 
Happinefs  to  them  that  ftudy  and  labour  to  eternize  it  for  ever.  So 
with  fweet  and  pleafant  Melody,  the  Curtain  was  drawn, as  it  was 
at  the  firft. 

Thus  was  this  Shew  ended,  which  was  devifed  to  that  End,  that 
thofe  that  were  prefent  might  underftand,  that  the  Unkindnefs  which 
was  growing  betwixt  the  Templarians  and  us,  byreafonof  the  for- 
mer Night  of  Errors,  and  the  uncivil  Behaviour  wherewith  they  .were 
entertained,  as  before  I have  partly  touched,  was  now  clean  rooted 
out  iind  forgotten,  and  that  we  now  were  more  firm  Friends,  and 
kind  Lovers,  than  ever  before  we  had  been,  contrary  to  the  evil  Re- 
poVts  that  fome  Enviers  of  our  Happinefs  had  fown  abroad. 

The  Prince  then  fpake  to  the  Amballador,  that  the  Shew  had  con- 
tented him  exceedingly;  the  rather,  that  it  appeared  thereby,  that 
flieir  ancient  Amity  was  fo  frefli  and  flourilhing,  that  no  Friendihip 
in  the  World  hath  been  compared  to  the  Love  and  Good  Will  of  the 
Grayans  and-Templarians.  And  to  the  end > that  he  might  Ihew  that 
the  Conceipt  was  pleafing  unto  him,  His  Highnefs  offofed  die  Lord- 
Ambafiador,  and  fome  of  his  Retinue,  with  the  Knighthood  of  the 
Helmet,  an  Order  of  his  own  Inftitution. 

To  that  end  His  Excellency  called  to  him  his  King  at  Xrm.s,  and" 
willed  him  to  place  the  Ambafiador,  and  fome  of  his  Follov.'ers,  and 
alfo  fome  of  his  own  Court,  that  they  might  receive  the  Dignity  at 
his  hands ; which  being  done,  and  theMafterof  the  Jewels  attending, 
with  the  Collar  of  the  Order,  the  Prince  came  down  from  his  Chair 
of  State,  and  took  a Collar,  and  put  it  about  the  Lord  Ambafiador  s- 
Neck,  he  kneeling  down  on  his  Left  Knee,  and  fakl  unto  him,  Sois 
Chivaler ; and  fo  was  done  to  the  reft,  to  the  number  of  Twenty  four. 

So 
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So  the  Prince  and  the  Lord  Ambadador  took  their  Places  again  in 
their  Chairs,  and  the  reft  according  to  their  Condition. 

Then  Helmet^  His  Highnefs  s King  at  Arms,  ftood  forth  before 
the  Prince,  in  his  Surcoat  of  Arms,  and  caufed  theTrumpets  to  found, 
and  made  his  Speech,  as  doth  follow. 

The  mojl  mighty  and pui [fan f Prince^  Sir  Henry,  my  gracious  Lord 
and  Sovereign^  Prince  of  Purpoole,  Arch-Duke  of  Stapulia  and  Ber- 
nardia,  Duke  of  High  and  Nether  Holborn,  Marquis  of  St,  Gilcsh 
andlLOtx.tnhsimTount  Palatine  Bloomsbury  and  Clerkenwell, 

Lord  of  the  Cantons  of  Iflington,  Kentilli-Town,  Paddington  and 
Knights-bridge,  hath  heretofore,,  for  the  fpecial  gracing  of  the  Nohili- 
tj  of  his  Re aim,,and honouring  the  Deferts  of  Strangers,,  his  Favourites,, 
inflituted  a moH  honour  able  Order  of  Knighthood  of  the  Helmet, 
ivhereof  His  Honour  is  Sovereign,,  in  Memory  of  the  Arms  he  hearethy 
worthily  given  to  one  of  his  nolle  AncejlorSy  many  Tears  pajf  for  fa- - 
ving  ihe  Life  of  his  then  Sovereign  ; in  regard  that  as  the  Helmet  de- 
fendeth  the  chief eji  part  of  the  Bodyyhe  Head ; fo  did  he  guard  and 
defend  the  facred  Perfon  of  ihe  Prince^  the  Head  of  the  State.  His 
Highnefs  at  this  time  had  made  choice  of  a Number  of  vertuous  and 
noffe  PerfonageSy  to  admit  them  into  his  honourable  Society ; whofe  good 
Example  may  be  a Spur  and  Encouragement  to  the  young  Nobility  of  his 
Dominions y to  caufe  them  to  afpire  to  the  heigkth  of  all  honourable 
Deferts.  . 

To  the  honourable  Order  are  annexed  flriSl  Rules  of  ArmSy  and  Ci- 
vil Government y religioufly  to  be  obferved  by  all  thofe  that  are  admit- 
ted to  this  Dignity.  Tou  thereforCy  moH  noble  Gentlemeny  whom  His 
Highnefs  at  this  time  fo  greatly  honour  eth  with  his  Royal  Or  deny  you 
muft  every  one  of  you  kifs  your  Helmet y and  thereby  promife  and  vow 
to  obferve  and  prablife  , or  otherwifey  as  the  Cafe  Jha/l  requirCy  fhun 
and  avoid  all  thefe  ConHitutions  and  OrdinanceSy  whichy  out  of  the  Re- 
cords of  my  Office  of  ArmSy  I fhall  read  unto  you. 

Then  the  King  at  Arms  took  his  Book,  and  turned  to  the  Articles 
of  the  Orders,  and  read  them,  as  followeth. 

‘ Imprmisf^\  Very  Knight  of  this  honourable  Order,  whether  he  be 
1j  ‘ a Natural  Subjed:,  or  Stranger  born,  llmll  promife 
‘ never  to  bear  Arms  againft  His  Highnefs’s  Sacred  Perfon,  nor  his 
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‘ State  ; Lut  to  a/Tift  him  in  all  his  lawful  Wars,  and  maintain  all  his 
juft  Pretences  and  Titles;  efpecially.  His  Highnefss  Title  to  the 
‘ Land  of  the  Amazons^  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 

‘ Item,  NoKnightof  this  Order  lhall,  in  point  of  Honour,  refort 
‘ to  any  Grammar-rules  cut  of  the  Books  De  Dn/lo^  or  fuch  like  ; but 
‘ fliall,  out  of  his  own  brave  Mind,  and  natural  Courage,  deliver  him- 
^ felf  from  Scorns,  as  to  his  owmDlfcretion  lliall  feem  convenient. 

‘ Ite>n^  No  Knight  of  this  Order  fhallbe  inquifitive  towards  any  La- 
‘ dy  or  Gentlewoman,  whether  her  Beauty  be  EngVijh  or  Italian^  or 
‘ wdiether,  with  Care  taking,  Ihe  have  added  half  a Foot  to  her  Sta- 
ture  ; but  fliall  take  all  to  the  beft.  Neither  fliall  any  Knight  of  the 
‘ aforelaid  Oder  prefume  to  affirm,  that  Faces  were  better  twentv 
‘ Years  ago,  than  they  are  at  this  prefent  time,  except  fuch  Kniglit 
‘ have  paffied  three  Climadterical  Years. 

‘ 7/rw,  Every  Knight  of  this  Order  is  bound  to  perform  all  requi- 
‘ fite  and  Manly  Service,  be  it  Night-fervice,  or  otherwife,  as  the 
‘ Cafe  requireth,  to  all  Ladies  and  Gentlewomen,  beautiful  by  Na- 
^turc,  or  by  Art ; ever  offering  his  Aid,  without  any  Demand  there- 
‘ of : And  if  in  cafe  he  fail  fo  to  do,  he  fliall  be  deemed  a Match  of 
‘ Difparagement  to  any  His  Highnefs’s  Widows,  or  Wards-Female  ; 
^and  His  Excellency  fliall  in  Juftice  forbear  to- make  any  Tender  of 
‘ him  to  any  fuch  Ward  or  Widow. 

* ‘ No  Knight  of  this  Order  lhall  procure  any  Letters  from  His 
‘‘Highnefs,  to  any  Widow  or  Maid,  for  his  Enablement  and  Com- 
‘ mendation,  to  be  advanced  to  Marriage  ; but  all  Prerogative,  Woo- 
‘ ing  fet  apart,  fliall  for  ever  ceafe,.  as  to  any  of  thefe  Knights,  and 
‘ fliall  be  left  to  the  Common  Law^s  of  this  Land,  declared  by  the  Sta- 
‘ t.ute,  Eletiion€sd  'iher(E  ejje  delent, 

‘ Item,,  No  Knight  of  this  honourable  Order,  in  cafe  he  fliall  grow 
‘into  decay,  lhall  procure  from  His  Highnefs  Relief  and  Suftentation, 
‘ any  Monopolies  or  Privileges,  except  only  thefe- kinds  following 
‘what  is  to  lay,  Upon,  every  Tabaco-pipe,  not  being  one  Foot  wid^e. 

Upon  every  Lock  that  is  worn,  not.  being  feven  Foot  long.  Upon 
‘ every  Health  that  is  drank,  not  being  of  a Glafs  five  Foot  deep.  And 
‘"upon  every  Maid  in  HisHighnefs’s  Province  of  lJli.ngton,,  continuing 
‘ a.Virgin  after  the  Age. of  fourteen  Years,  contrary  to  the  Ufe  and 
!"Cuftprriin  that  place  always  had  and  obferved. 
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‘ Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order  fliall  have  any  more  than  one  Mi- 
flrefs,  for  vvhofe  lake  he  lhall  be  allowed  to  wear  three  Colours  : But 
ii  he  will  have  two  MiftrelTes,  then  muft  he  wear  fix  Colours  ; and 
fo  forward,  after  the  rate  of  three  Colours  to  a Mlltrefs. 

‘ Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order  lhall  put  out  any  Money  upon 
ftrange  Returns  or  Perfonrances  to  be  made  by  his  own  Perlbn  ; 
as,  to  hop  up  the  flairs  to  the  top  of  St.  Paul's^  without  intermif- 
fion  ; or  any  other  fuch  like  Agilities  or  Endurances,  except  it  may 
appear,  that  the  fame  Performances  or  Practices  do  enable  him  to 
fome  Service  or  Employment  ,*  as,  if  he  do  undertake  to  go  a Jour- 
ny  backward,  the  fame  lhali  be  thought  to  enable  him  to  be  an  Am- 
baffador  into  Turky, 

‘ Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order,  that  hath  had  any  Licence  to  tra- 
vel into  Foreign  Countries,  be  it  by  Map,  Card,  Sea,  or  Land,  and 
hath  returned  from  thence,  lhall  prefu me,  upon  the  Warrant  of  a 
Traveller,  to  report  any  extraordinary  Varieties ; as,  that  he  hath 
ridden  through  Venice  on  Horfe-back  Poll,  or  that  in  December  he 
failed  by  the  Cape  of  Norway^  or  that  he  hath  travelled  over  the 
mofl;  part  of  the  Countries  of  Geneva^  or  fuch  like  Hyperbolies,  con- 
trary to  the  Statute,  Fropierea  quod  qni  diver fos  terrarum  ambitus 
"errant  vagantur^ 

‘ Item^  Every  Knight  of  this  Order  lhall  do  his  Endeavour  to  be 
'much  in  the  Books  of  the  worlhipful  Citizens  of  the  principal  City, 
next  adjoining  to  the  Territories  of  Furpoole  5 and  none  lhall  unlear- 
nedly,  or  without  looking,  pay  ready  Money  for  any  Wares,  or 
other  things  pertaining  to  the  Gallantnefs  of  His  Honour's  Court ; 
to  the  ill  Example  of  others,  and  utter  Subverfion  of  Credit  betvixt 
Man  and  Man. 

‘ 7/ew,  Every  Knight  of  this  Order  lhall  apply  himfelf  to  fome  or 
other  vertuous  Quality  or  Ability  of  Learning,  Honour  and  Arms  ,• 
and  lliall  not  think  it  lufficient  to  come  into  His  Honour’s  Prelence- 
Chamber  in  good  Apparel  only,  or.  to  be  able  to  keep  Company  at 
Flay  and  Gaming  : For  fach  it  is  already  determined,  that  they  be 
put  and  taken  for  Implements  of  Houfliold,  and  areplaced  in  His 
Honour’s  Inventory. 

\Item^  Every^Knight  of  this  Order, ihalFendeavour  toaddConfe-  - 
rence  and  Experience  by  Reading  ; and  therefore  lliall  not  only  read 
and  pervife  Guizo^  French  Academy,  Galiatto  the  Courtier,  PF- 
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* the  Arcadia^  and  the  Neoterical  Writers,  from  time  to  time  ; 

but  alfo  frequent  tlie  Theatre,  and  fuch  like  places  of  Experience  ; 

‘ and  refort  to  the  better  fort  of  Ord’naries  for  Conference,  whereby 
‘ they  may  not  only  become  accomplillied  with  Civil  ConverfatiOns, 

‘ and  able  to  govern  a Table  with  Difeourfe  ; but  alfo  lufficient,  if 
‘ need  be,  to  make  Epigrams,  Emblems,  and  other  Devices  appertai- 
‘ ning  to  His  Honour’s  learned  Revels. 

^ Iteyn^  No  Knight  of  this  Order  /hall  give  out  what  gracious  Words 
® the  Prince  hath  given  him,  nor  leave  Word  at  his  Chamber,  in  cafe 
‘ any  come  to  fpeak  with  liim,  that  he  is  above  v/ith  His  Excellency  ; 

‘ nor  caufe  his  Man,  when  he  fhall  be  in  any  publick  Aflembly,  "to 
‘ call  him  fuddainly  to  go  to  the  Prince,  nor  caufe  any  Packet  of  Let- 
^ ters  to  be  brought  at  Dinner  or  Supper-time,  nor  fay  that  he  had  the 
‘ Refufal  of  fomc  great  Office,  nor  fatisfie  Suitors,  to  fay,  ^is  Honour 
is  not  in  any  good  Difpofition,  nor  make  any  narrow  Obfervation 
‘ of  His  Excellency’s  Nature  and  Falliions,  as  if  he  were  inward  pri- 
‘ vately  with  His  Honour  ; contrary  to  the  late  Inhibition  of  felling 
^ of  Smoak. 

^ Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order  (liall  be  armed,  for  the  Safe-guard 
‘ of  his  Countenance,  with  a Pike  in  his  Mouth,  in  the  nature  of  a 
‘ Tooth-picker,  or  with  any  Weapon  in  his  Hand,  be  it  Stick,  Plume, 

‘ Wand,  orally  fuch  like  : NeitheiThall  he  draw  out  of  his  Pocket  any 
‘ Book  or  Paper,  to  read,  for  the  fame  intent ; neither  ifiall  he  re- 
‘ tain  any  extraordinary  Shrug,  Nod,  or  other  familiar  Motion  or  Ge- 
‘ fture,  to  the  fame  end  ,*  for  His  Highnels,  of  his  gracious  Clemen- 
‘ cy,  is  difpofed  to  lend  liis  Countenance  to  all  fuch  Knights  as  are

^ Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order,  that  weareth  Fuftian,  Cloth,  or 
Much  Statute- Apparel,  for  Neceffity,  fhall  pretend  to  wear  the  fame 
‘ for  the  new  Falliion  s fake, 

‘ Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order,  in  walking  the  Streets,  or  other 
‘ places  of  Refort,  fliall  bear  his  Hands  in  his  Pockets  of  his  great 
^ rolled  Hofe,  with  the  Spmnfi  Wheel,  if  it  be  not  either  to  defend  his 
‘ Hands  from  the  Cold,  or  elfe  to  guard  forty  Shillings  Sterling^,  be- 
‘ ing  in  the  fame  Pockets. 

Item^  No  Knight  of  this  Order  fhall  lay  to  Pawn  his  Collar  of 
^ Knighthood  for  an  hundred  Pounds ; and  if  he  do,  he  -fhall  be,  ipfo 
^ fatlo^  difeharged  ,*  and  it  fhall  be  lawfuj  for  any  Man  whatofever, 

' that 
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* that  will  retain  the  fame-Collar  for  the  Sum  aforefald,'  forthwith  to 
‘ take  upon  him  the  faid  Knighthood,  by  reafon  of  a fecret  Vertue  in 
‘ the  Collar  ; for  in  this  Order,  it  is  holden  for  a certain  Rule,  that 
‘ the  Knighthood  followeth  the  Collar , and  not  the  Collar  tlie 
‘ Knighthood. 

‘ Item,  that  no  Knight  of  this  Order  fiall  take  upon  him  the  Ptr- 

* fon  of  a Male-content,  in  going  with  a more  private  Retinue  than 
‘ appertaineth  to  his  Degree,  and  ufing  but  certain  fpecial,  obfeure 
‘ Company,  and  commending  none  but  Men  difgraced,  and  out  of 
‘ Office  ; and  fmiling  at  good  News,  as  if  he  knew  fomething  that 
‘ were  not  true ; and  making  odd  Notes  of  His  Highnefs’s  Reign,  and 
‘ former  Governments  ; or  laying,  that  His  Highnefs’s  Sports  were 
‘ well  forted  with  a Play  of  Errors* ; and  fuch  like  pretty  Speeches  cf 
‘ Jell,  to  the  end  tliat  he  may  more  fai'ely  utter  his  Malice  againll 
‘ His  Excellency’s  Happinefs : upon  pain  to  be  prefent  at  all  His  Ex- 
‘ cellency’s  moft.glorious  Triumphs. 

‘ Laflly,  All  the  Knights  of  this  honourable  Order,  and  the  re- 
‘ nowned  Sovereign  of  the  fame,  lhall  yield  all  Homage,  Loyalty, 
unafiedfed  Admiration,  and  all  humble  Service,  of  what  Name  or 
‘^  Condition  foever,  to  the  incomparable- Empreis  of  the:  Fortunate 
‘ Illand.^ 

When  the  King  at  Arms  had  read  all  thefe  Articles  of  the  Order  of 
the  Knighthood,  and  finifhed  the  Ceremonies  belonging  to  the  fame, 
and  that  every  one  had  taken  their  Places  as  before,  there  was  variety 
of  Confort-Mufick ; and  in  the  mean  while,  the  Knights  of  the  Or- 
der,  which  were  not  Strangers,  brought  into  the  Hall  a Peunning 
Banquet  in  very  good  order,  and  gave  it  to  the  Prince,  and  Lords, 
and  other  vStrangers,  in  imitation  of  the  Feaft  that  belongeth  to  ail 
fuch  honourable  Inftitutions. 

This  being  done,  there  was  a Table  fet  in  the  mddfl:  of  the  Stage, 
before  the  Prince  s Seat  ,•  and  there  fate  fix  ol  the  Lords  of  his  Privy 
Council,  which  at  that  time  were  appointed  to  attend,  in  Council,  the 
Prince ’siLcilure,  Then  the  Prince  Ipake  to  them  in  this  manner.

And  thi^  We 
require  you  to  do^  without  either  Refped  to  Our  Affeflions^  or  your 
own  ; neither  guefpng  what  is  mofl  agreeable  with  Our  Difpofition^ 
wherein  We  may  eafily  deceive  you  \ for  Princes  Hearts  are  infcru- 
table  : Nor^  on  the  other  (idcy  putting  the  Cafe  by  your  felves^  as  if 
you  would  prefent  Vs  with  a Robe^  whereof  Meafure  were  taken  by  your 
felves.  Thus  you  perceive  Our  Mind^  and  We  expeSi  your  Anfwer.

‘ Warlike  People  ; your  Coffers,  like  tlie  Indian  Mines,  when  that 
‘ they  are  firft  opened ; your  Store-houfes  are  as  Sea-walls,  like  to 
. ‘ Vukan%  Cave  ; your  Navy  like  ta  an  huge  floating  City  ; tlie  De- 

‘ votion 
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^ votion  of  your  Subjeds  to  your  Crown  and  Perfon,  their  good  A- 
^ greement  amongfl:  themfelves,  their  Wealth  and  Provifion  ; and 
‘ then  your  Strength  and  unrevocable  Confederation  with  the  noble 
^ and  honourable  Perfonages,  and  the  Fame  and  Reputation  without 
‘ of  fo  rare  a Concurrente,  whereof  all  the  former  Regards  do  grow^ : 

* How  can  he  think  any  Exercife  worthy  of  your  Means,  but  that  of 
‘ Conquefl:  > For'  in  few  Words,  What  is  your  Strength,  if  \ou  find 
‘ it  not  ? Your  Fortune,  if  you  try  it  not  ? Your  Yertue,  if  you  iliew 
‘ it  not  ? Think,  Excellent  Prince^  what  Senfe  of  Content  you  found 
‘ in  your  felf,  when  you  were  firfl  inverted  in  our  State : For  though 

‘ I know  Your  Excellency  is  far  from  Vanity  and  Lightnefs,  yet  it  is 
^ the  nature  of  all  things  to  find  Reft  when  they  come  to  due  and  pro- 
‘ per  places.  Biit  be  artured  of  this,  that  this  Delight  will  langu’fli 
^ and  vanifh  ; for  Power  will  quench  Appetite,  and  Satiety  wili  en- 
‘ dure  Tedioufnefs.  But  if  you  embrace  the  Wars,  your  Troplf^es  and 

* Triumphs  will  be  as  continual  Coronations,  that  will  net  lurter  your 
‘ Glory  and  Contentment  to  fade  and  wither.  Then  when  you  have 
‘ enlarged  your  Territories,  ennobled  your  Country,  dirtributed  For- 
‘ tunes,  good  or  bad,  at  your  pleafure,  not  only  to  Particulars,  but 
‘to  Cities  and  Nations;  marked  the  Computations  of  Times  with 
‘ your  Expeditions  and  Voyages,  and  the  Memory  of  Places  by  your 
‘ Exploits  and  Vitrtories,  in  your  later  Years  you  fliall  find  a Yweet 
‘ Reipeert  into  the  Adventures  of  your  Youth,  you  rtiall  enjoy  ycur 
‘Reputation,  you  lliali  record  your  Travels,  and  after  your  own 
‘ time,  you  iliall  eternize  your  Ndme,  and  leave  deep  Foot-fteps  of 
‘ your  Power  in  the  World.  To  conclude,  Excellent  Prince^  and 
‘ moft  worthy  to  have  the  Titles  of  Vidlories  added  to  other  }"our 
‘ high  and  deferved  Titles  ; Remem.ber,  the  Divines  find  nothing 
‘ more  glorious  to  refemble  our  State  unto,  than  a Warfare.  All 
‘ things  in  earneft  and  jeft  do  afledba  Kind  of  Viertory,  and  all  other 
‘ Vidfories  are  but  Shadows  to  the  Vidbories  of  the  Wars.  Therefore 
‘ embrace  the  Wars,  for  they  difparage  you  not ; and  believe  that  if 
‘ any  Prince  do  otherwife,  it  is  cither  in  the  Weaknefs  of  his  Mind 

‘ or  Means.  '

of  Philofophy. 

IT  may  feem,  Mofl  Excellent  Prince,  that  my  Lord^  which  mw  hath 
fyoken^  did  never  read  the  juH  Cenfures  of  the  wtfejl  Men^  who 
compared  yrreat  Conquerors  to  great  Rovers  and  Witches^  whofe  Power 
js  in  DePtrutlion^  and  not  in  Prefervation  ; elfe  would  he  never  have 
advijed  your  Excellency  to  become  as  fome  Cornet^  or  Blazing  Star ^ ^ 
which  [hould  threaten  and  pretend  nothinghut  Death  and  Dearth^  Com- 
hufUcns  and  Troubles  of  the  World,  And  whereas  the  governing  Fa- 
culties of  Men  are  two^  Force  and  Reafon  ; whereof  the  one  is  Bruitj 
and  the  other  Divine^  he  wifheth  you^  for  your  principal  Ornament  and  ' 
Regality^  the  Talons  of  the  Eagle  to  catch  the  Prey^  and  not  the  pier- 
cing Sight  which  feeth  into  the  bottom  of  the  Sea : But  I,,  contrary -wife 
will  wfh  unto  your  Highnefs  the  Exercife  of  the  be,H  and  purefi part 
of  the  Mind^  and  the  mofi  innocent  and  'meriting  Requejl^  being  the  • 
Gonquefi  of  the  Works  of  Nature  ; making  his  Proportion,^  that  you 
lend  the  Excellency  of  your  Spirits  to  the  fe arching  out inventing  and 
d/fcovering  of  all  whatfoever  is  hid  in  fecret  in  the  Worlds  that  your 
Excellency  be  not  as  a Lamp  that  fhineth  to  other s^  and  yet  feeth  not 
it  felfi  hut  as  the  Eye  of  the  World that  both  car rieth  and  ufeth 
Light.  Antiquity^  that  prefenteth  unto  us  in  dark  VifionSy  the  Wif- 
dam  of  former  Times^  informe  th  us^  that  the  Kingdoms  have  always 
had  an  Affiyiity  with  the  Secrets  and  MyHeries  of  Learning.  Arnon^ 
the  Perfians,  the  Kings  were  attended  on  by  the  Magi ; the  Gymnafo- 
phifts  had  all  the  Government  under  the  Princes  of  Afia  ; and  general- 
ly,, thofe  Kingdoms  were  accounted moH  happy,,  that  had  Rulcrs^mofiad- 
ditled  to  Philofophy : The  Ptolemies  in  Egypt  maybe  for  in  (lance ; . and 
Solyman  was  a Man  fo  feen  in  the  Vniverfality  of  Nature^  that  hejysrote 
an  Herbal  of  all  that  was  green  upon  the  Earth*  No  Conquesf  pf  Ju- 
lius Ciclar  made  him  fo  remembred  as  the  Calendar.  Alexander  the 
Great  wrote  to  Ariftotle,  upon  the  pubUI})ing  of  the  Fhyficks,,  that  he 
efleemed  mgre  of  excellent  Men  in  Knowledge,,  than  in  the  Empire.  And 
to  this  purpofe  I will  commend  to  your  Highnefs  four  principal  Works 
and  Monuments  of  your  f elf : Fir  ft  ^ The  collecting  of  a moft  perfect  and

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general  Library^  wherein  whatfoever  the  Wit  of  Man  hath  heretofore 
committed  to  Bocks  of  worthy  he  they  ancient  or  modern^  printed  orMa- 
nufcript^  European  or  of  the  other  Parts^  of  one  or  other  Language^ 
may  he  made  con  trihut  ary  to  your  Wifdom,  Next^  a fpaciouSy  wonder^ 
fid  Gar  deny  wherein  whatfoever  Planty  the  Sun  of  divers  Climates  y out 
of  the  Earth  of  divers  Mouldsy  either  wild^  or  hy  the  Culture  of  Many^ 
brought  forthy  may  hcy  with  that  Care  that  appertaineth  to  the  good 
profpering  thereofy  fet  anJ  che'rifhed,  ' This  Garden  to  he  huilt  about 
with  RoomSy^  to  flahle  in  all  rare  BeaHsy  and  to  cage  in  all  rare  Birds  ; 
with  two  Lakes  adjoiningy  the  one  of  frejh  Watery  and  the  other  of  falty 
for  like  variety  of  Fijhts  : And  fo  you  may  havey  in  a fmall  Ccmpafs^ 
a Model  of  Vniverfal  Nature  made  private.  The  third y A goodly  huge 
Cahinety  wherein  whatfoever  the  Hand  of  Many  by  exquijne  Art  or 
EnginCy  hath  made  rare  in  Stuffs  Formy  or  MotioHy  whatfoever  Singu^ 
larityy  Chance  and  the  Shuffle  of  things  hath  producedy  whatfoever  Na^ 
ture  hath  wrought  in  things  that  want  LifCy  and  may  he  kepty  fhall  be 
fort  ed  and  included.  The  four  thy  Such  a StilThouJe  fo  furnifed  with 
MillSy  InJlrumentSy  Furnaces  and  Fejfelsy  as  may  he  a Palace  fit  for  a 
Philofdphers  Stone,  Thus  when  your  Excellency  fhall  have  added  depth 
of  Knowledge  to  the  finenefs  of  Spirits y and  greatnefs  of  your  Power y - 
then  indeed  fhall  you  lay  a Trifrnegiftus  ; and  theny  when  all  other 
Miracles  and  Wonders  fhalLceafCy  by  reafon  that  you  fhall  have  difco- 
vered  their  natural  CaufeSy  your  fe  If  fhall  he  left  the  only  Miracle  and 
Wonder  of  the  World. 

Phe  Phird  Councellor  advifng  Bternigement  and 
Fame,  by  Buildings  and  Foundations, 

^ yf  y Lords  that  have  already  fpoken,  Mojl  Excellent  Prince^ 
JLVjL  ‘ Luth  ufed  one  Fallacy,  in  taking  that  for  certain  and 

* granted,  which  wjs-moft  uncertain  and  doubtiul ; for  the  one  hath 
^ neither  drawn  in  queftion  the  Succefs  and  Fortune  of  the  Wars,  nor 

* the  other,  the'Difliculties  and  Errors  in  the  Conclufions  of  Nature  : 

‘ But  thefe  immoderate  Hopes  and  Promifesdo  many  times  i.(Tiie  from 
‘ thofeof  the  Wars,  into  Tragedies  of  Calamities  and  Diftrelles  ; and 
‘ thofe  of  Myitical  Philofopiiy,  into  Comedies  of  ridiculous  Fruilra- 
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‘ tions  and  Difappointments  of  fuch  Conceipts  and  Curlofities  :•  But, 

‘ on  the  other  fide,  in  one  Point  my  Lords  have  well  agreed  ; That 
^ they  both,  according  to  their  feveral  Intentions,  counfelled  your 
‘ Exceliency  to  win  Fame,  and  to  eternize  your  Name,*  though  the 
‘ one  adviferh  it  in  a CouriC  of  great  Peril,  and  the  other,  of  little  Dig- 
‘ pity  and  Magnificence.  But  the  plain  and  approved  Way  that  is 
‘ fife,  and  yet  proportionable  to  the  Greatnefs  of  a Monarch,  to  pre- 
‘ fent  himfelf  to  Pofterity,  is  not  Rumour  and  Hear- fay  ; but  the  u^ual 
^ Memory  of  himfelf,  is  the  Magnificence  of  goodly  and  R.oyal  Buil- 
‘ dings  and  Foundations,  and  the  new  Inftitutions  of  Orders,  Ordi- 
‘ nances  and  Societies  ; that  is,  that  your  Coin  be  Ramped  with  your 
‘ own  Image ; fo  in  every  part  of  your  State  there  may  be  fomeudiat 
‘new;  which,  by  Continuance,  may  make  the  Founder  and  Author 
‘ remembred.  It  was  perceived  at  the  firft,  when  Men  fought  to  cure- 
‘ Mortality  by  Fame,  that  Buildings  was  the  only  way  ; and  there- 
‘ of  proceeded  the  known  holy  Antiquity  of  building  the  Tow'er  of 
^ Bal>el;  which,  as  it  was  a Sin  in  the  immoderate  Appetite  of  Fame, 
fo  was  it  puniflied  in  the  kind  ; for  the  Dlvcrfities  of  Languages  have 
imprifoncd  Fame  ever  fince.  As  for  the  Pyramids,  the  Cololles,  the 
number  of  Temples,  Colleges,  Bridges,  Aqugsdudbs,  Caftles, Theatres, 
Palaces,  and  the  like,  they  may  lliew  us,  that  Men  ever  miftrufled 
any  other  way  to  Fame  than  this  only,  of  Works  and  Monuments. 
\Ta,  even  they  which  had  tlie  bed  Choice  of  other  Means.  Alexan- 
rler  did  not  think  his  Fame  fo  engraven' in  his  Conquefts,  but  that 
lie  thought  it  further  fnined  in  the  Buildings  of  Alexandria.  Augn- 
tills  Ccefar  thought  no  Man  had  done  greater  things  in  Military  A- 
(ftions  than  himfelf,  yet  that  which,  at  his  Death,  ran  moft  in  his 
Mind,  was  his  Building  ; whenhefaid,  not  as  fome  miftake  it,  rne- 
tapliorically,  but  literally,  / found  the  City  of  Bricky  hit  I leave 
It  .of  Marble.  Conflantine  the  Great  was  wont  to  call  with  En- 
vy the  Emperor  Trajan.^  Wall-flower.^  becaufe  his  Nanae  was  upon 
fo  mjany  Buildings;  which  notwithdanding,  he  himfelf  did  embrace 
in  the  new  kovivA\x\^.o{'  Conflantinople^  and  fundry  other  Buildings: 
And  yet  none  greater  Conquerors  than  thefe  two.  And  furely  they 
had  reafon  ; for  the  Fame  of  great  Adions  is  like  to  a Land-flood, 
which  hath  no  certain  Head  or  Spring  ; but  the  Memory  and  Fame 
of  Buildings  and  Foundations  hath,  as  it  werc,  a Fountain  in  an  Hill, 
which  continually  leedeth^and  refreilieth  the  other  Waters.  Ne:- 

‘ ther 
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cher  doT,  Excellent  Prince ^ reftrain  my  Speeches  to  dead  Buildings 
only,  but  intend  it  alto  to  other  Foundations,  Inftitutions  and  Crea- 
wherein  I prefume  the  more  to  fpeak  confidently,  'becaufe  I 


tions 


am  warranted  herein  by  your  own  Wifdom,  who  have  made  the 
Firft  Fruits  of  your  Adtipns  of  State,  to  inftitute  the  honourable  Or- 
der of  the  Helmet : The  lefs  fliall  I need  to  fay,  leaving  your  Excel- 
lency not  fo  much  to.  follow  my  Advice,  as  your  ovvn  Example.

LE  T it  not  feem  Fufillanimity  for  your  Excellency ^HVghty  Prince; 

Ito  defcencl  u.  lit  tie  from  your  high  Thoughts  to  a ne/cejfury  Confix' 
deration  of  your  own  EJlate,  Neither  do  you  de>iy^  Honourable  Lords^ 
to  acknowledge  Safety'^  Profit  and  Power  to  he  of  the  Suljlance  of  Pc- 
licy^  and  Fame  and  Honour  rather  to  Pe  as  Flowers  of  well  ordered 
Hclions^  than  as  good  Guides.  Now  if  you  examine  the  Courfes  ^rcpound-^ 
ed  according  to  thefe  Rejpeds^  iP  mufl  be  confejfed^  that  the  courfe  of 
Wars- may  feem-  to  encreafe  Power^  and  the  courfe  of  Contemplations  and 
Foundations  not  prejudice  Safety  \ hut  if  you  look  beyond  the  exterior^, 
you  flj all  find  that  the  first  breeds  Weaknefi^  and  the  latter  note 
Peril ; for  certain-  it  is  during  Wars^  your  Excellency  will  be  enforced 
to  your  Sluldiers  and  generally  to  your  People  \ and  become  lef 
Alfolut>e  and  Monarchical  than  if  you  reign  d in  Peace ; and  then  if  your 
Succeji  be  good^  that  you  make  new  Conquefls^  you  jhall  be  conjlrained 
to  Jpend  the  flrength  of  yvu'r  ancient  and  fet led  Provinces  , to  affure. 
your  new  and  doubt juf  and  become  like  a Jlrong  man^  that- by  taking 
a great  Burden  upon-  his  Shoulders^  maketh  himfelf  weaker  than  he 
.was  before.  Again ^ if  you  think  you  may  not  end -Contemplations  with 
Security  your  Excellency  will. he  deceived;  for  J'uch  Studies  will  . 
make  you  retired  and  dfiufed  with  your  Bujinefi;  whence  will  follow 
admiration  of  your  Authority  ; as  for  the  other  Pointy  of  exerctfing 
in  every  part  of  your  State  jome thing  new^  derived  from  your  Jelf 
it  'will  acquaint  your  Excellency  with  an  humor  of  In)Wvation  and 
Alteration  ; which  will  make  -your  Reign  very  turbulent  and  unfetled^ 
and  many  times  your  Change  will  he  for  worfe  * as  in  the  Example  lajl 
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tmched^  ef  Conftantine,  who  hy  his  Hew  Tranjlation  of  his  Ejlafe^  ru> 
nated  the  Roman  Empire.  As  for  Proft^  there  appeareth  a direH 
contrariety  hetwixt  that  and  M the  three  Courfes;  for  nothing  caufetb 
fuch  diffipation  of  Treafure  as  TVarSj  Curicfities  and  Buildings  ; and 
for  all  this  to  he  recompenfed  in  a fuppofed  Elonour^  a Matter  apt  to 
he  much  extolled  in  Words ^ hut  not  greatly  to  he  praifed  in  Conceit^  I 
do  think  it  a Lofers  Bargain.  Bejides  that.^  many  politick  Princes 
have  received  as  much  Commendation  for  their  wife  and  well  ordered 
Government^  as  others  have  done  for  their  Qonq^uefts  and  glorious  Af- 
jellions.  And  more  worthy^  hecaufe  the  Praije  of  Wifdom  and  Jud^ 
ment  is  lef  communicated  with  Fortune.  Therefore^  Excellent  Prince, 
he  not  tranfported  with  Shews  ; follow  the  Order  of  Nature^  firft  to 
make  the  moH  of  that  yen  poffef^  before  you  feek  to  pur  chafe  more. 
To  put  the  Cafehya  private  Man  Qfor  I cannot  fpeak  high')  if  a man 
were  horn  to  an  hundred  Pounds  hy  the  7 ear^  and  one  fljew  him  how  with 
Charge  to  purchafe  an  hundred  Pounds  wore^  and  another  f:ould /hew 
him  how  without  Charge  to  raife  that  hundred  Pounds  unto  five  hundred 
Pounds^  I floould  think  the  latter  Advice  fhould  he  foJlowed.  The 
Proverb  is  a Counttey^P roverh^  hut  fignificative , Milk  the  Cow  that 
flandeth  ftill ; why  follow  you  her  that  flieth  away  > Do  not  think^ 
Excellent  Prince,  that  all  the  Conquejls  you  are  to  make  he  foreign  ; 
you  are  to  conquer  here  at  home  the  overgrowing  of  your  Grandees 
in  Fuel  ions  y and  too  great  Liber  ties  of  your  People^  the  great  Reve^ 
rence  and  Formalities  given  to  your  Laws  and  QufiomSy  in  derogation 
of  your  abfolute  Prerogatives  j thefe  and  fuch  like  he  Conqu^Jls  of 
Statey  though  not  oj  War.  I'ou  want  a Jofeph,  that  jhould  hy  advice 
make  you  the  only  Proprietor  of  all  the  Lands  and  Wealth  of  your  Sub- 
jells.  The  Means  how  to  ft  rain  up  your  Sovereignty^  and  how  to  accu^ 
mulate  Treafure  and  Revenue^  they  are  the  Secrets  of  your  State  : I 
will  not  enter  into  them  at  this  place  ; / wifh  your  Excellency  as  ready 
to  them^  as  I know  the  means  ready  to  perform  them.

‘ and  g,  foyrth,  to  make  you  an  abfolute  Prince.;  but  I hear  of  no 
‘ mention  to  make  ytou  a good  and  a vertuous  Prince  ; wliich  Purely 
‘ my  Lords  have  left  out  in  diferetion,  as  to  arifeof  y our  own  mo- 
‘ tion  and  choice ; and  fo  I lltould  liave  thought,  had  they  not  handled 
‘ their  own  Propofitions  fo  artificialiy  and  perfwadingly,  as  doth  aft- 
‘fure  me  their  Speech  was  not  formal.  But,  mofi  Worthy  Prince^ 

‘ Fame  is  too  light,  and  Profit  and  Surety  are  too  low',  and  Pow’er

‘ meriting  of  your  Subjefe,  the  making  of  Golden  Times,  the  be-

‘ and  worthy  Ends  of  your  Grace’s  vertuous  Reign.  My  Lords’ have 
‘‘taught  you  to  refer  all  things  to  your  felf,  your  Greatnefs,  Memo- 
‘ ry  and  Advantage;  "but  whereunto  fiiail  your  felf  be  teftrred  i 
‘If  you  will  be  heavenly,  you  mu  ft  have  Influence  ; will  you  be  as"

‘firft  of  all,  moft  l^ertucus  Prince , afllire  your  felf  of  an  inwarcl 
‘ Peace,  that  the  Storms  without  do  not  difturb  any  of  your  Re- 
‘ pairers  of  State  within ; therein  ufe  and  pradife  all  honourable  Di- 
‘ verfions  ; that  done,  vifit  all  the  parts  of  your  State,  and  let  tlie 
‘ Balm  diftil  every  where -frohryour  Sovereign  Hands  to  tliemedi- 
‘Ciningof  any  part  that  complaineth,  beginning  with  your  Scat  of 
‘State,  take  order  that  the  Fault  of  your  Greatnefs  do  not  rebound 
‘ upon  your  felf;  have  care  that  your  Intelligence,  wluclj  is  the 
‘Light,  of  your  State,  donotgo  out  or  burn  dim  probfc.u'e;  advance 
‘ Men  pryeriue,  and  ^tiot  of  Mercehary  Minds;  reprtfs  all  Faftion, 

‘ be  . itAithermalign.dr;  violent,  Then  look- intP;  the  State  of  your 
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‘Laws  and  Juftice  of  your  Land;  purge  out  multiplicity  of  Laws, 

‘ clear  the  inceftainty 'orthem,  repeal 'thofe  that  are  lharing,  and 
‘ prize  the  execution  of thofe  that  are  wholefom  and  neceflary  ; de- 
‘ fine  the  Jurisdidrion  of  your  Courts,  rcprize  all  Suits  and  Vexati- 
‘ ons,  all  cauflefs  Delays  and  fraudulent  Shifts  and  Devices,  and  re- 
‘ form  all  fuch  Abufes  of  Right  and  Juilice,  allift  the  Miniflers 
‘ thereof,  ,puniih  feverely  all  Extortions  and  ExatSions  of  Officers,

‘ Education  ; fee  t9  the  Government  of  your  Univerfities,  and  all 
‘Seminaries  of  Youth,  and  of  the  private  Order  of  Families,  main- 
‘ taining  due  Obedience  of  Children  towards  their  Parents,  and  Re- 
‘ verence  of  the  younger  fort  towards  the  ancient.  Then  when  you 
‘ have  confirmed  the  Noble  and  Vital  Parts  of  your  Realm  of'State, 
‘proceed  to  take  care  of  the  Blood  arid  Flefla  and  good  Habit  of  the 
‘ Body.  Remedy  all  decays  of  Population,  make  provifion  for  the 
‘Poor,  remove  all  flops  in  Traffick,  and  all  Cancers  and  Caufesof 
‘ Coniumption  in  Trades  and  MyReries  ; redrefs  all  ; But  whither 
‘ do  I run,  exceeding  the  Bounds  of  that  perhaps  I am  now  demand- 
‘ ed  ? But  pardon  me,  mojl  Excellent  Prince^  for  as -if  I fliotildcom- 
‘ mend  unto  your  Excellency  the  Beauty  of  fome  excellent  Lady,  I 
‘ could  not  fo  well  exprefs  it  with  Relation,  as  if  I fliewed  you  her 
‘ Pi-iture;  fo  I efteemthe  bert  way  to  commend  a vertuous  Govern- 
‘ ment,  to  defcribe  and  make  appear  what  it  is ; but  my  Pencil  per- 
‘ haps  difgraceth  it : Therefore  I leav^'  it  to  your  Excellency,  to.  take 
‘ the  PiTure  out  of  your  wife  Obfervation,  and  then  to  double  it,  and 
^ exprefs  it  in  your  Government.

Y Hen  I heard^  Moft  Excellent  Prince,  the  three  firjl  of  my  . 
y V Lords  Jo  careful  to  conttnue  jouf /Fame  and  Memory^  me* 
thought  it  was  afif  a Man  fhould  comi  id  fome  young  Prince,  as  your 
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/elf  is  ; immediately  after  hiy  Coronation^  he  in  hand  with  him  to 
make  himjelf  a fumptuous  and /lately  Tomb.  And^  to  /peak  oat  of  my 
Soul^  I muje  how  any  of  jour  Servants  can  once  endure  to  think  of  you^ 
as  of  a Prince  past.  And  for  my  other  Lords^  who  would  engage  you 
fo  deeply  in  Matters  of  State  ; the  one  perjwading  you  to  a more  ahfolute^ 
the  other  to  a more  gracious  Government ; I affure  your  Excellency^  their 
Le/fons  were  fo  cumber fome.^  as  if  they  would  make  you  a King  in  a Play; 
who  when  one  would  think  he  flandeth  in  great  Majesty  and  Felicity^  he 
16  troubled  to  fay  his  part.  What ! Nothing  but  Tasks  ^ nothing  hut  Work- 
ing^days>  No  Feafting^no  Mu/ick^  no  Dancings  noTriumphSy  no  Come  die  s., 
no  Love^  no  Ladies  ? Let  other  Mens  Lives  be  as  Pilgrimages^  becaufe 
they  are  tied  to  divers  Necejfities  and  Duties ; but  Princes  Lives  are  as 
Progreffes^  dedicated  only  to  Nariety  and  Solace.  And  if  your  Excellency 
fhould  take  your  Barge  in  a Summer-Evenings  or  your  Horfe  or  Chariot^ 
to  take  the  Air;  and  if  you  Jhauld  do  any  the  honour  to  vifit  him ; yet  your 
Pleafure  is  the  principal^  and  that  is  but  as  it  falleth  out.^  So  if  any  of 
thefe  Matters  which  have  been  fpokenof  fall  out  in  the  way  of  your  Plea- 
fur  e.^  it  may  be  taken  \ but  no  other  wife.

And.,  in  a word,  Suneet 
Sovereign,  d/fmifs  your  Jive  Councellors,  and  only  take  Councel  of  your 
Jive  Senjes.  ^ 

‘ T5  Ut  if  a Man  lliould  follow  your  five  Senfes  Qfaid  the  Prince^ 
D ^ I perceive  he  might  follow  yourLordlliip,  now  and  then,  in- 
‘ to  an  Inconvenience.  Your  Lordlliip  is  a Man  of  a very  lively  and 
‘ pleafant  Advice ; which  though  one  fiiould  not  be  forward  to  fol- 
‘ low,  yet  it  fitteth  the  time,  and  what  Our  own  Humour  inclined 
‘ oftentimes  to,  Delight  and  Merriment.  For  a Prince  fiiould  be  of  a 
‘ chearful  and  pleafant  Spirit ; not  auftere,  hardr-fronted  and  ftoical ; 

* but  after  ferious  Affairs,  admitting  Recreation,  and  ufing  Pleafures, 

* as  Sauces  for  Meats  of  better  Nourifiiment. 
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The  Prince’s  Anfwer  and  Conclulion  to  the 
Speeches  of  the  Councellors. 

My  Lords, 

WE  thank  you  for  your  good  Opinions  ; which  have  been  fo  well 
fet  for  thy  as  We  Jhould  think  Our  Selves  not  capable  of  good 
Counfely  if  in  fo  great  variety  of  perfwading  ReaJonSy  we  fljould  fud- 
dainly  refolve.  Mean  ivhiley  it  fhall  not  he  amifs  to  make  choice  of  the^ 
lajly  and  upon  more  Deliberation  to  determine  of  the  reH  ; and  what 
Time  we  fpend  in  long  Confultingy  in  the  end  we  will  gain  by  prompt  and 
Speedy  Executing.  ' 

The  Prince  having  ended  his  Speech,  arofe  from  his  Seat,  and  took 
that  Occafion  of  Revelling  : So  he  made  choice  of  a Lady  to  dance 
withal ; fo  likewife  did  the  Lord  Ambadador,  the  Penfioners  and 
Courtiers  attending  the  Prince.  The  reft  of  that  Night  was  pafled 
in  thofe  Pafs-times.  The  Performance  of  which  Nights  work  being 
very  carefully  and  orderly  handled,  did  fo  delight  and  pleafe  the  No- 
bles, and  the  other  Auditory,  that  thereby  Grays- Inn  did  not  only 
recover  their  loft  Credit,  and  quite  take  away  all  the  Difgrace  that 
the  former  Night  of  Errors  had  incurred  ; but  got  inftead  thereof,  fo 
great  Honour  and  Applaufe,  as  either  the  good  Rcportsof  our  honou- 
rable Friends  that  were  prefent  could  yield,  or  we  our  felves  defire. 

The  next  Day  the  Prince,  accompanied  with  the  Ambaftador  of 
Templariay  and  attended  by  both  Trains,  took  his  Progrefs  from  his 
Court  of  Grayay  to  the  Lord  Mayor’s  Houfe,  called  Cosby  s PlacCy  in 
BifJwp  s-g^ite-Jlreet ; as  being,  before  that  time,  invited  to  dine  with 
him.  This  Shew  was  very  ftately  and  orderly  performed  ; the  Prince 
being  mounted  upon  a rich  Foot-cloth,  the  Ambaftador  likewife  ri« 
ding  near  him ; the  Gentlemen  attending,  with  the  Prince’s  Officers, 
and  the  Ambaftador’s  Favourites,  before ; and  the  other  coining  be- 
hind the  Prince  ; as  he  fet  it  down  in  the  general  Marllialling,  in  the 
beginning.  Every  one  had  his  Feather  in  his  Cap,  to  diftinguiih  of 
wtiether  State  he  was  ; xh&Grayans  ufinga  white,  and  the  Templa'rian's 
ufing  Alh-colour’d  Feathers  ^ to  the  number  of  fourfeore  in  all,  very 

well 
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well  ap|>ointed,  and  provided  of  great  Horfes  and  Foot-cloths,  accor- 
ding to  their  Places.  Thus  they  rode  very  gallantly,  from  Grays- hn^ 
through  Chancery-lane^  Fleet-flreet^  fo  through  Cheap-ftde^  Corn-hill^ 
and  to  Qoshys  Place^  in  Btfhop  s-gate-flreet ; where  was  a very  fum- 
ptuous  and  coftly  Dinner  for  the  Prince,  and  all  his  Attendants,  with 
variety  of  Mufick,  and  all  good  Entertainment.  Dinner  being  ended' 
the  Prince  and  his  Company  having  revelled  a’ while,  Returned  again 
the  fame  Way,  and  in  the  fame  Order  as  he  went  thither,  the  Streets 
being  thronged  and  .filled  widi  People,  to  fee  the  Gentlemen  as  they 
palled  by  ; who  thought  there  had  been  fome  great  Prince,  in  very 
deed,  palfing^  through  the  City,  > §athis  popular  Shew  through  the 
Streets  pleafed  the  Lord  Mayor  and  his  Gommondty  fo  well,  as  the 
great  Lords,  and  others  of  good  Condition  and  Civility,  were  con^ 
tented  with  our  former  Proceedings. . • 

Shortly  after  this  Shew,  there  came  Letters  to  our  State  from  Fre- 
derick  Templarhis  ; vy herein  life  defired,^  that  his  Ambaffador  might 
be  difpatched  with  Anfwcr  to  thofe  Things  which  he  came  to  treat  of. 
So  he  was  very  honourably  difmifled,  and  acbompanied  homeward 
with  the  Nobles  of  Purpoole  : Which  Departure  w^as  before  the  next 
grand  Day.  . The  next  grand  Night  was  upon  Tweljtb-day  at  Night ; 
at  which  time  the  wonted  honourable  andfWorfliipful  Company  of 
Lords,  Ladies  and  Knightsdvere,  as  at  other  titnes,  aflembled  ,*  and 
every  one  of  them  placed  conveniently,  ac^rding  to  their  Condition. 
And  when  the  Prince  as  afeended  his  Chair  of  State,  and  the  Trum- 
pets founded,  there  was  prefently  a Shew  which  concerned  His  High- 
nefs  s State  and  Government : > The  Invention  was:,  taken  out  of  the 
Princes  Arms,  as  theyarebldzond  intlie  beginning  of  his  Reign,  by 
the  King  at  Arms.  ’ 

Firft,  There  came  fix  Knights  of  the  Helmet,  with  three  that  they  • 
led  as,Prifoners,.and  were  attired  like  Monfters  and  Mifereants.  The 
Knights  gave  the  Prince  to  underftand,  that  as  they  were  returning 
from  their  Adventures  out  of  Ruffia,  wherein  they  aided  the  Emperor 
of  RiiJJia,,  againfl;  th^Tar^ars^  tlieyfurprized  thefe  three Perfons,  which 
were,  confpiring  againft  His  Highnefs  and  Dignity : and  that  being 
apprehended  by  them,  they  could  not  urge  them  to  difclcfe  what  they 
were  : By  which  they  refting  vety  doubtful,  there  entred  in  the  two 
GoddeileSj  Arety  and  Amity  ; and^theyAaid,  that  they  would  difclofe 
to  the  Prince  who  thefe  liifpefeicd  Perfons  were ; and  thereupon  Ihev^d, 
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that  they  were  Envy^  Male-content  and  Folly:  Which  three  had  much 
mif-liked  His  Highnefs’s  Proceedings,  and  had  attempted  many  things 
againft  his  State  ; and  but  for  them  two,  Vertue  and  Vnited  Friend* 
fhipy  all  their  Inventions  had  been  difappointed.  Then  willed  they 
the  Knights  to  depart,  and  to  carry  away  the  Offenders  ; and  that 
they  themfelves  Ihould  come  in  more  pleafing  fort,  and  better  befit- 
ting the  prefent.  So  the  Knights  departed,  and  Vertue  and  Amity 
promifed,  that  they  two  would  fupport  His  Excellency  againft  all  his 
Foes  whatfoever,  and  then  departed  with  moft  pleafant  Mufick.  Af- 
ter their  Departure,  entred  the  fix  Knights  in  a very  ftately  Mask, 
and  danced  a newdevifed  Meafure  ; and  after  that,  they  took  to  them 
Ladies  and  Gentlewomen,  and  danced  with  them  their  Galliardsy  and 
fo  departed  with  Mufick.  Which  being  done,  the  Trumpets  were 
commanded  to  found,  and  then  the  King  at  Arir^s  came  in  before  the 
Prince,  and  told  His  Honour,  that  there  was  arrived  an  Ambaftador 
from  the  mighty  Emperor  of  Rujfia  and  Mofeovy^  that  had  fome  Mat* 
ters  of  Weight  to  make  known  to  His  Highnefs.  So  the  Prince  wil- 
led that  he  fliould  be  admitted  into  his  Prefence ; who  came  in  At- 
tire of  Rujftay  accompanied  with  two  of  his  own  Country,  in  like  Ha- 
bit. When  they  were  come  in  prefence  of  the  Prince,  the  Ambafla- 
dor  made  his  Obeyfance,  and  took  out  Letters  of  Credence,  and 
humbly  delivered  them  to  the  Prince,  who  gave  them  to  the  Ring  at 
Arms,  to  be  read  publickly,  as  followetL  '

-made  this  Speech  to  the  Prince. 

Mcfi  Excelhnt  Princcy 

F^me  feemed  to-the  Emperor,  my  Sovereign,  to  do  your  Hlgl> 
‘ nefs  Right,  by  filling  the  World  with  the  Renown  of  your 
Princely  Vertues,  and  Valour  of  your  brave  Court ; till  of  late,  the 
^ gallant  Behaviour,  and  heroical  Prowefs  of  divers  -your  Knights  of 
^ Helmet y whom  the  good  Fortune  of  RuffiUy  addre/Ied  to  your 

‘ cold  Climate,  difcovered  that  Fame  to  be  either  envious  in  fuppref- 
^ fing  a great  part  of  your  Valour,  or  unable  to  fet  forth  fo  admirable 
‘ Vertues  to  their  full  Merits  : For  by  thefe  five  Knights  ( whofe  grea*- 
‘ tefl  Vaunts  were,  that  they  were  your  Excellency’s  Servants  ) an 

^ exceeding^ 
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‘ exceeding  number  of  Bigartan  tartars^  whofe  vagabond  In-roads, 

‘ and  inhumane  Fiercenefs  infefted  his  Borders,  captivated  his  People, 

‘ burnt  his  Cities,  and  fpoiled  whole  Provinces,  was  by  a moft  won- 
‘ derful  Vidtory,  repulfed,  and  beaten  back.  And  withal,  by  their 
‘ brave  Conduc5f,  they  furprized  another  Army  of  Ne-grc-Tartars  ;

‘ Vertue,  and  the  great  Love  he  beareth  to  your  incomparable  Perfon. 
‘ The  Prefent  is  at  your  next  Haven,  ready  to  be  offered  to  your  Sa- 
‘ cred  Hands,  at  your  convenient  leifure ; together  with  fome  fmall 
‘ Gifts  fent  to  thofe  valiant  Knights,  whofe  highly  deferving  Vertues 
‘ my  Sovereign  meaneth,  at  their  long  expeiled  Return  to  his  Court,

their  Lojs  of  them  that  come  next  to  their  Hands  : By  colour  whereof 
they  lay  hold  of  all  that  pafs  by^  without  ref pe^.  Some  of  their  Names  j 
as  I underfland^  are  Johannes  Shagbag,  Robertus  Untrufs,  James  Ra- 
pax,  alias  Capax.  There  do  reign  likewife  thereabouts  another  fort  of 
dangerous  People^  under  the  Name  of  poor  Soldiers^  that  fay  they  were 
mamed^  and  loH  their  Limbs  in  His  Honours  Service  and  Wars  againjl 
the  Amazons;  and  they  pretend  to  have  P afs-ports  from  their  Captains. 
Some  of  them  fay,  they  have  ferved  under  Sir  Robert  Kemp,  and  Sir 
William  Cooke  ; others,  under  William  Knaplocks,  Lord  Marfhal,  Sir 
Francis  Marham,  Captain  Cry mts,  Captain  Corny,  Yelverton,  Hu- 
gan,  6'/>Francis  Davifog,  andfomt  otf>er  of  good  Place,  Some  fay,  that 
they  were  mamed  with  Fire-locks ; others,  in  the  Trenches  ; others,  in 
going  with  their  Captains,  to  dif cover  Amlufcadoes  of  the  Enemy, 
and  to  view  the  Forts  ; others,  inflanding  Sentry,  whilfi  the  Captafns 
were  bufied  in  entring  the  Breach  ; others,  in  the  very  Approach  at  the 
firPt,  But  the  number  of  them  is  great, and  the  fame  inclined  to  do  much 
Mifchief  Another  fort  there  is,  that  pretend  that  they  have  Prote^ 
flions  to  beg,  in  regard  of  their  Loffes  by  Shipwreck  upon  certain  Rocks 
of  Hazard,  Barred  Quarter-trays,  High-men  and  Low-men,  Bom-Cards, 
the  Sands  of  Bowie- Allies,  the  Shelf  of  New-Gut,  the  Gulf  of  Myne 
and  Gill,  and  fuch  other  like  places  of  Peril.  Some  of  them  are  called 
hy  the  Names  6?/^  Harry  Ordinary,  Jack  Money lefs.  Will  Gog-all,  and 
Roger  Spend-all.  Thefe  aforefaid  people  do  gather  together  in  great 
•numbers,  and  His  Excellency  s SubjeEs  hereabouts  ftand  in  great  fear 
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of  Outrages  hy  them  to  he  committed^  except  His  Highnejs  do  prevent 
the  fame^  and  that  fpeedilj^  hj  fending  fome  of  the  Captains  aforefaid 
to  difperfe  them.

Another  Letter  from  Sea,  direBed  to  the  Lord 

Admiral, 

*■  T3  Y my  Letters  given  at  Pont-Holhorn^  the  Laft  of  December,  I 
If  ‘ gave  your  Honour  to  underftand,  that  His  Excellency’s  Mer- 
‘ chants  of  Purpoole  began  to  furceafe  their  TralBck  to  Clerkenwelly  , 

* Newington  and  Bank-fide,  and  fuch  like  Roads  of  Charge  and  Dif-  , 
‘ charge,  becaufe  they  feared  left  certain  Rovers,  which  lay  hovering 

‘ about  the  Narrow  Seas,  Ihould  intercept  them  in  their  Voyages. 

‘ Since  which  time,  may  it  pleafe  your  Honour,  I have  difcovered  an 
‘ huge  Armado  of  French  Amazons,  to  the  number  of  feven  hundred 
‘ Caradts,  Galeafles,  great  Galeafles,  and  tall  Ships ; befides  Pinnaces, 

‘ Frigots,  Carvels,  Shallops,  and  fuch  fmall  Veflels  innumerable ; 

* which  Iseing  difperfed  into  fundry  Creeks,  work  daily  much  damage 

* to  all  forts  of  People,  and  Adventurers  hold  in  durance ; not  fuffe- 
‘ ring  one  Man  to  efcape,  till  he  have  turned  French.  Divers  Enfigns, 

‘ Standards,  Pendants,  Tilting-ftaves,  fliort  Trunchions  for  the  prin- 
‘ cipal  Officers,  and  fuchlikeProviftonforHisExcellency’sTriumphs, 

‘ they  have  call  over-board ; for  no  other  Caufe,  lave  that  his  Subjedts 

* were  bound  inward  from  Gelderland,  a Nation  that  they  have  al- 
‘ ways  hated  : Befides  that,  they  exadb  fo  unreafonably  of  thofe  that 
‘ trade  into  Ftetherland,  that  they  leave  them  neither  Lands,  Goods, 

‘ nor  good  Wares.  Alfo  they  fink  all  thofe  that  ufe  any  Dealings  witli 

the  People  of  without  refpedf,  W'hether  he  be  Merchant,  or 

‘ Man  of  War.  To  conclude,  they  burn  all  thofe  Veflels  that  tranf- 
‘ port  any  dry  Wares  into  the  Low-Countries.  Moreover,  I am  to  ad- 
‘vertife  your  Honour,  that  on  the  January,  in  the  Straits 

‘ of  the  Gulf  of  Clerkenwe//,  there  was  an  hotSkirmilli  between  aMer-

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* chant  of  St.G//d’/s,  called  Amarpfo^  and  the  Admiral  of  the  Amazoftf^ 

* called  the  Rowfe-flower  ; wherein  the  Merchant  having  gained  the 
‘ Wind,  came  up  with  her  in  fuch  clofe  mahner,  that  he  brake  hisBolt- 
^ fprite  in  her  hinder  Quarter : Yet  notwithftanding,  the  Fight  conti- 
‘ nued  fiercely,  on  either  part,  two  long  Hours,  and  more  ; in  which 
‘ time,  our  Gunner,  being  a very  expert  Soldier,  lliot  her  four  or  five 
‘ times  under  Water  : Then  the  Merchant  perceiving  his  Powder  to 
‘ be  fpent,  was  inforced  to  grapple ; and  fo,  with  great  Refolution,  laid 

* her  a-board  on  the  Wafte,  which  he  found  ftoutly  defended  by  the 
‘ French  ,•  yet,  at  length,  being  driven  from  their  clofe  Fight,  they 
‘ were  conftrained  to  keep  under  Hatches,  where  one  of  the  Soldiers 
‘ entring,  fpied  Fire  in  the  Gun-room  ; notwithftanding,  he  defeen- 
‘ ded  very  defperately.  Then  the  Admiral,  feeing  no  hope  to  efcape, 

‘ fired  her  Powder,  and  burnt  her  felf.  The  Soldiers,  and  the  Ship, 

‘ which,  asl  after  learned,  was  ofan  incomparable  Burthen;  infomuch 
‘ that  file  had  been  known  to  have  born  nine  hundred  fighting  Men  in 
‘ her  Poup,  Her  chief  Lading  was  Cochenella,  Musk,  Guaiacum,  Ta- 
‘ baco  and  Le  grand Fezolle.  The  chief  of  Account  that  were  blown  up, 

‘ were  Catharina  Dardana,  Pe£ia  de  Lee^  and  Maria  deRotulis.  The 
‘ rich  Garrick  of  Newington  coming  to  refeue  their  x‘^dmiral,were  fo  clofe 
‘ at  fight  when  lliewas  fired,  that  the  Flame  ofthe  Wild-fire  caught  hold 
‘ of  their  Captain  s inner  Cabbin  ; and  had  not  ont  Barbara  de  Chirur- 
^ g/^bcen  ready  with  hisSyringe,  tohavecafl:  on  Water,  Milk,  Lotium, 

* and  fuch  like  cooling  Liquors,  and  there  quenched  the  Wild-fire  be- 
‘ times,  they  had  been  both,  doubtlefs,  confumed  to  Allies : But  by  his 
‘ Care  and  Coming,  they  are  both  efcaped  alive,  though  llirewdly 
‘ fcorched,  and  are  taken  Prifoners.  The  whole  number  of  them  that 
‘ perillied  in  this  hotConflid:,  is  five  hundred  fifty  five;  and  Prifoners, 

‘ ninety  nine.  Our  Ship  had  no  other  hurt,  fave  that  llie  fprang  her 
‘ Main-Maft  in  fuch  fort,  as  that  flie  is  not  able  to  bear  any  high  Sail. 

• Thus  having  advertifed  your  Honour  of  every  Particular  Accident 
‘ which  I could  learn,  I am  humbly  to  defire  your  Lordfliip  to  acquaint 
‘ His  Excellency  and  his  Privy  Council  therewith ; that  fuch  fpeedy 
‘ Order  may  be  taken  therein,  as  feemeth  to  their  Wifdoms  moft  conve- 
‘ nient.  And  fo,  with  all  Duty,  I kifs  your  Hands.

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There  were  alfo  read  like  Letters  from  Stapulia  and  Eernardia^  of 
Intelligences,  and  alfo  from  Lovo-Holhorn  ; wherein  were  fet  forth  the 
Plots  of  Rebellion  and  Infurredion,  that  thofe,  His  Excellency  s Sub- 
jeds,  had  devifed  againft  His  Highnefs  and  State,  and  of  fome  other 
Occurrences  in  thole  Parts  of  His  Highnefs  s Dominions.  And  when 
they  were  all  read,  the  Prince  made  this  Speech  following. 

T/7e/e  fuddain  Accidents  QLords)  would  make  a Prince  of  little  Spi- 
rit  fufpe^  himfelf  to  he  unfortunate.  The  Stapulian  fallen  away  ; 
the  Bernardian  holds  out  1 News  of  Tumult s^  Treafons^  Confpiracies^ 
Commotions^  Treacheries^  Infur  regions  ! Say  our  Lands  were  facked^  our 
Wealth  fpoiled^  our  Friends  Jlain^  our  Self  forfaken^  vanquijhed^  capti- 
'vated^  and  all  the  Evils  that  might  he^  were  fallen  upon  Us ; yet  could 
there  he  nothingfo  adverfejhut  that  our  Fortitude  and  h eighth  of  Cou^ 
rage  were  able  to  over-work,  Thefe  Events  are  not  Matters  of  Moment^ 
or  of  Suh fiance  of  our  Government : Thefe  are  not  Misfortunes,  hut  For- 
tune’j  Jefis,  that  gives  them  fhe  loves  not,  fhews  of  good  Luck,  that  in 
the  end  fhe  may  do  them  greater  Spight : But  when  fhe  meaneth  Good, 
fhe  prepares  Men  with  fome  little  Bitternefs,  that  her  good  Turns,  when 
they  come,  may  feem  more  pleafant  and  delightful,  Thefe  Events  proceed 
of  Error  in  our  former  Government,  who  fhould  not  have  put  great  Men, 
well  loved,  or  popular,  into  fo  great  places  of  Sovereignty  ; nor  one  Man 
fhould  poffefs  fo  great  a Place,  of  fo  great  Command ; hy  too  much  Autho-^ 
rity  and  Greatnefi,  a right  good  Mind  is  oftentimes  corrupted  : In  this 
late.  We  rather  allow  a fevere Man,  fomewhat  hated ; for  better  were  a 
little  profitable  Civil  Diffent ion, than  a League  and  Love  that  were  like^ 
ly  to  prove  dangerous,  Lords, you  fhall find  it  an  harder  matter  to  keep 
things  once  gotten,  than  at  the  firfi  to  obtain  it.  Hitherto  no  Prince 
in  this  World  hath  had  better  Succefs  than  our  Self,  Men  fay,  that  So^ 
vereignty  is  uncertain,  and  an  ill  Security  ; fubjetl  to  Cares,  Troubles, 
Envy,  Treacheries,  Mate,  Fe ar, Difir uH : We  have  hitherto  found  none 
of  thofe^  That  a Prince  hath  no  fure  Friend,  no  faithful  Servant,  no 
fafe  Place,  no  quiet  Hour,  no  fecure  Pleafure  : All  thefe  have  We,  and 
more,  in  great  abundance  ; and  thefe  things,  which  to  other  Princes  have 
been  the  occafions  of  Mi f hap,  have  been  to  Vs.  the  very  Infirurnents  of 
Pleafure,  and  much  Service,  What  Prince  ever  found  in  his  Suhjetis, 
in  Matters  of  ll^eight,  mpre  Love,  more  Loyalty,  more  Readinefs,  more 
Service  ? When  We  have  been  inclined  to  folace,  what  Live  line fs,  what

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Alacrity^  what  ingenious  Devices^  Sports^  Jollities^  what  variety  of 
Pleafure  > How  have  We  been  honoured  with  the  Prefents  of  divers 
princes^  Lords^  and  Men  of  great  Worth  ; who^  confident  in  bur  Love^ 
without  Fear  or  Diflrufl.^  have  come  to  vifit  Vs  ; ly  whofe  honourable 
Kindnefiy  We  are  to  them  for  ever  devintly  and  mqfl  firmly  bounden  > 
Flow  hath  the  favourable  Regard y and  bright  Ryes  of  brave  Ladies  fhF 
tied  upon  Our  Endeavours y which  to  their  Honours  and  Service  have 
been  ever  intended?  How  have  We  been  gr at ulated  with  divers  Am hafi 
fadors  from  divers  Nations  ? What  Concourfe  of  all  People  hath  been 
continually  at  Our  Court y to  behold  Our  Magnificence  ? Shall  fmall  Mat^ 
ters  therefore  daunt  Vs  ? Shall  a few  tumultuary  Diforders  difmay  Vs  ? 
Shall  ill’guided  Infur  reel  ions  trouble  VSy  that  arOy  like  MufhroomSy 
fprung  up  in  a Nighty  and  rotten  before  the  Morning  ? We  are  loath  to 
believe  that  there  be  fuch  Sparks  of  Diffention  and  Mifchief ; but  if 
there  bey  We  will  make  hafle  to  quench  thorny  before  they  grow  into  vio- 
lent Flames  ; for  it  is  no  longer  Qonfultingy  where  a Man  cannot  commend 
the  Counfely  before  he  hath  feen  the  EjfetL  Nor  fhall  it  require  the 
Prefence  of  a Prince  to  fettle  thefe  fmall  Commotions  : Lords,  We  fend 
you  to  thefe  Places  where  Need  is  ; and  as  Occafion  fervethy  We  will 
take  Order  that  Garifons  be  plantedy  Citadels  erected^  and  whatfoever 
elfe  be  performed y that  fhall  be  convenient  to  fub-ati  and  I^^hg-under 
thefe  unfetled  Provinces,  Our  Selfy  with  Our  chofen  K -"'iSy  with  an 
Army  Royaly  will  make  towards  our  Brother  of  RufTia,  -vith'  my  Lord 
herCy  his  Amba  fadory  prefently  to  join  with  him  againfl  his  Enemies^ 
the  Ncgarian  Tartars  ; more  dreadfuf  the  Barbarian  Tartars  ; And  if 
Fortune  will  not  grace  Our  good  An  empty  as  I am  rightful  PrincCy  and 
true  Sovereign  of  the  honourable  Order  of  the  Helmet,  and  by  all  thofe 
Ladies  whenty  in  Knightly  Honour  y I love  and  fervCy  I will  make  the 
Name  of  a Gray  an  Knight  more  dreadful  to  the  Barbarian  Tartars,  than 
the  Macedonian  to  the  wearied  VtsOunSy  the  Roman  to  the  difperfed 
Britains,  or  the  Caflalian  to  the  weakned  Indians.  Gentle  LadieSy  he 
row  benign  and  gracious  to  your  Knight  Sy  that  never  pleafed  themfelveSy 
hut  when  their  Service  pKafed  you  ; that  for  your  fakes  fhall  undertake 
hard  AdventureSy  that  ivill  make  your  Names  and  Beauties  mofi  famous  y 
even  in  Foreign  Regions  'y  let  your  Favour  kindle  the  Vigour  of  their 
Spirit  Sy  voberewitb  they  abound ; for  they  are  the  Meny  by  whom  your 
FamCy  your  Honour y your  Vertue  fhall  be  for  ever  advance dy  protelled 
and  admired.

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When  the  Prince  had  concluded,  for  his  Farewel,  he  took  a Lady 
to  dance  vvithal,  and  fo  did  the  reft  of  the  Knights  and  Courtiers  % 
and  after  fome  time  fpent  in  Revelling,  the  Prince  took  his  way  to 
his  Lodging,  and  fo  the  Company  diuolved,  and  made  an  end  of  this 
Night’s  Work. 

On  the  next  Morning  His  Highnefs  took  his  Journey  towards/?///^ 
With  the  Ambaftador,  and  there  he  remained  until  Candlemas ; at 
which  time,  after  his  glorious  Conquefts  abroad, His  Excellency  retur- 
ned home  again  ,*  in  which  the  Purpofe  of  the  Gentlemen  was  much 
difappointed  by  the  Readers  and  Ancients  of  the  Houfe,  by  reafon  of 
the  Term  : So  that  very  good  Inventions,  which  were  to  be  perfor- 
med in  publick  at  his  Entertainment  into  the  Houfe  again,  and  two 
grand  Nights  which  were  intended  at  his  Triumphal  Return,  where- 
with his  Reign  had  been  conceitedly  determined,  were  by  the  afore- 
faid  Readers  and  Governors  made  fruftrate,  for  the  Want  of  Room  in 
the  Hall,  the  Scaffidds  being  taken  away,  and  forbidden  to  be  built 
up  again  (as  would  have  been  neceflary  for  the  good  Difcharge  of 
fuch  a Matter)  thought  convenient;  but  it  fliewed  rather  what  was 
performed,  than  intended.  Briefly,  it  was  as  followeth. 

Upon  the  of  January^  the  Hall  being  fate  at  Dinner,  with  Rea- 
ders, and  all  the  reft  of  the  Houfe,  fuddainly  founded  a Trumpet  ; 
which  being  thrice  done,  there  entred  the  King  at  Arms,  and  in  the 
midft  of  them,  faid  as  followeth. 

ON  the  hebalf  of  my  Sovereign  Lor  cl ^ Sir  Henry,  the^  Right  Ex~ 
cellent^  and  All^cs)n(iuering  Prince  of  Purpoole,  Arch~Duke  of 
Stapulia  Bernard ia,  Duke  of  High  and  Nether  Holborn,  Marquis 

(f  St,  Gilesh  Tottenham,  Count  Palatine  of  Bloomsbury  and  C!er- 
kenwell,  great  Lord  of  t/:^e  Cantons  of  Kentifli-Town,  Pad- 

dington and  Kn.ghts- bridge,  Knight  of  the  mojl  Her  deal  Order  of  the 
Helmet,  and  Sovereign  of  the  fame  f /,  H^s  Excellency*  s King  at  ArmSy 
difpatched  from  bis  Royal  Navv^  triumphantly  returning  from  bis  glo--^ 
rioLis  Conquests  of  the  Negarian  Tartars,,  do,,  in  His  Highnefsf  Namey 
command  all  his  Officers y Knights  and  Penfoners  to  give  their  Atten-^ 
da  nee  on  His  Highnefs's  Perfon^  at  his  Port  of  Black~wa!!ia,  on  the  i/?, 
of  February.  And  Elis  Highnejs  hath  further  commanded  me  to  give  no- 
tice to  all  his  Servants  ivithin  his  DominionSyOf  wbatfoever  Condition^  hat 
they  he  ready  to  perform  allOffices  of  Obedience  and  SubjeUiony  as  me II  le^^ 
cemeih  their  Loyalty  to  fo  Gracious  a Sovereign.  When 
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When  this  News  of  the  Princes  Return  out  of  Ruffia  was  thus  Tent  ^ 
abroad,  and  that  it  was  known  that  His  Highnefs  was  to  come  by 
Greenwich^  where  the  Court  then  lay^  it  was  given  the  Gentlemen  to 
underftand,  that  Her  Majeftydidexpe£t,  that  in  paffing  by,  our  Prince 
Ihould  land,  and  do  his  Homage  ; the  rather  becaule,  in  Ckriflnjojy 
there  was  great  Expectation  of  kis  coming  thither,  to  prefent  Her  Ma- 
jehy  widi  fome  Pafs-time,  and  none  pertormed.  Whereupon  it  was 
determined,  that  in  palhngby,  there  Ihould  be  a Letter  direded  to 
Sir  Thomas 'Her?eage^  our  honourable  good  Friend,  that  he  fliould  ex- 
cufe  us  for  that  time ; which  Letter  hereafter  is  fet  down. 

Upon  the  ift.  of  February^  the  Prince  and  his  Train  w^ere  met  at 
Black-wa/l;  from  whence  they  came  upon  the  River  of  Thames^  in  a 
very  gallant  Shew.  Being  come  fo  near  his  own  Country,  he  left  his 
Navy  of  Ships,  as  not  fit  for  fo  Ihort  a Cut,  and  the  matter  not  being 
very  great  or  dangerous,  and  he  and  his  Retinue  took  to  them  fifteen 
Barges,  bravely  iurnillied  wdth  Standards,  Pendants,  Flags  and  Strea- 
mers : There  was  alfo  in  every  Barge,  Mufick  and  Trumpets  ; and  in 
fome,  Ordnance  and  Shot.  Being  thus  gallantly  appointed,  we  came  * 
on  our  Way  by  the  Stairs  2XGreenwkh^  where  the  Ordnance  was  Ihot 
and  the  whole  Navy  made  a Sail  round  about ; and  the  fecond 
time,  when  the  Admiral,  in  which  the  Prince  was,  came  diredly  be- 
fore the  Court-Stairs,  His  Highnefs  difpatched  two  Gentlemen  with 
Letters  to  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Thomas  Heneage  ,*  the  Copy 
whereof  follow^eth.

I Mail  Honourable  Knight, 

I Have  new  accompliJheJ  a moH  iedious  and  hazardous  Journey^  though 
very  honour  able  into  Ruffia  ; and  returning  within  the  view  of  the 
•Court  of  your  renowned  Queen.^  my  gracious  Sovereign y to  ivhem  I ac- 
knowledge Homage  and  Service y I thought  goody  in  paffing  hyy  to  kifs 
her  facred  Hands y as  a Tender  of  the  Zeal  and  Duty  I owe  unto  Her 
Majejty  ; but  in  making  the  Offer  y I found y my  Defire  was  greater  than 
•the  Ability  of  my  Body  ^ whichy  by  length  of  my  Journey y and  my  Sick- 
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ftefs  at  Sea^  is  fo  weakneJ^  as-it  were  very  dangerous  for  me  to  adven- 
ture it*  Therefore^  moft  honourable  Friend,  let  me  intreat  you  to 
make  my  humhle  Excufe  to  Her  Majefly  for  this  prefent : and  to  certl- 
fie  Her  Highnefs^  that  I do  hope^  hy  the  Affiftance  of  the  Divine  Pro- 
videncOy  to  recover  my  former  Strength  about  Shrovetide ; at  which 
time  I intend  to  repair  to  Her  Majejty  s Court  ( if  it  may  fland  with 
her  gracious  Pleajure  ) to  offer  my  Service y and  relate  the  Succefs  of 
my  Journey,  And  fo  praying  your  Honour  to  return  me  Her  MajeHy  s 
' AnJ we  ry  I w iff  you  all  Honour  and  Hap  pine fs.

The  Letter  being  delive  ed,  and  Her  Majefly  made  acquainted 
with  the  Contents,  her  gracious  Anfwer  was  ; That  if  the  Letter  had 
not  excufed  his  Paffing  by,  he  flioilld  have  done  Homage  before  he 
had  gone  away,  although  he  had  been  a greater  Prince  than  he  was  : 
Yet  Ihe  faid,  ihe  liked-w  ell  his  gallant  Shews,  that  were  made  at  his 
Triumphant  Return.  And  Her  Highnefs  added  further,  That  if  he 
w^ould  come  at  Shrovetidcy  he  and  his  Followers  lliould  have  Enter- 
tainrHent  according  to  his  Dignity.  And  the  Mellenger  returned 
Anfwer. 

The  Prince  and  his  Company  continued  their  Courfe,  until  they 
came  to  the  Tower  ,•  where,  by  Her  Majefly ’s  Commandment,  he- 
was  welcomed  with  a Volley  of  great  Ordnance,  by  the  Lieutenant 
of  the  Tower,  At  the  Tower-hill  there  waited  for  the  Prince  s Land- 
ing, Men  attending  with  Horfes,  very  gallantly  Appointed,  for  all 
the  Company,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  ; the  mofl  of  them 
being  great  Horfes,  and  the  reft  very  choice  Geldings  j and  all  very 
bravely  furniflied  with  all  things  neceflary.  So  the  Prince  being 
mounted,  and  his  Company  in  Order,  as  before  fct  down,  every 
Man  according  to  his  Office,  with  the  Enfign  thereof,  tliey  rode 
very  gallantly  through  Tower-Jireety  Fen-church-Jlreety  Grace-church- 
flreety  CornJjilly  Cheap-fidey  and  fo  through  St.  PauPs  Church-yard ; 
where,  at  St.  Paul's  School,  His  Highnefs  was  entertained  with  am 
Oration,  made  by  one  of  the  Scholars  of  that  School  ^ the  Copy 
whereof  followetli.  ^

The  Oration  being  ended,  the  Prince  rewarded  the  Boy  very  boun- 
tifully, and  thanked  them  for  their  good  Wills,  and  Forwardnefs  to 
lliew  the  fame.  Then  we  marched  on  our  Way,  as  before,  by  LuJ- 
gatOy  and  through  Fleet-Jlreet ; where,  as  all  the  way  elfe,  the  Streets 
were  fo  thronged  and  filled  with  People,  that  there  was  left  but  room 
for  the  Horfe-men  that  were  to  pafs.  In  this  State  the  Prince  was 
conducted  to  Grays-lnn^  where  His  Excellency  was  received  by  a Peal 
of  Ordnance,  and  Sound  of  Trumpets,  and  all  the  good  Entertain- 
ment that  all  his  loving  Subjedls  could  make,  to  Ihew  their  Love  and 
Loyalty  to  His  Highnefs. 

The  Prince  being  thus  received,  came,  after  Supper,  into  the  Hall, 
and  there  he  danced  and  revelled  among  the  Nobles,  and  others  of 
his  own  Court  \ and  in  like  manner  they  fpent  the  Day  following  ; 
but  there  was  no  other  Performance,  by  reafon  of  want  of  the  Stage 
and  Scaffolds,  till  Shrovetide y that  they  went  to  the  Court : And  the 
things  that  were  then  performed  before  Her  Majefty,  were  rather  to 
difeharge  our  own  Promife,  than  to  fatisfie  the  Expedation  of  others. 
In  that  regard,  the  Plot  of  thofe  Sports  were  butfinall ; the  rather,  that 
Tedioufnefs  might  be  avoided,  and  confufed  Diforder,  a thing  which 
might  eafily  happen  in  a multitude  of  Adions  ^ the  Sports  therefore  con- 
fifted  of  a Mask,  and  fome  Speeches,  that  were  as  Introdudions  to  it,  as 
followeth.

An  Efquire  of  the  Princes  Company,  attended  by  a Tartarian  Page. 

Troteusy  the  Sea-God,  attended  by  two  Tritons. 

Thame fis  and  AmphitritOy  who  like  wife  were  attended  by  their 
Sea-Nymphs. 

Thefe  five  were  Muficians,  which  fung  on  the  firft  Coming  on 
the  Stage.

When  thefe  Speeches  were  thus  delivered,  Proteusy  with  his  bident 
ftriking  of  Adamant,  which  w as  mentioned  in  the  Speeches,  made 
Utterance  for  the  Prince,  and  his  feven  Knights,  who  had  given  them- 
felves  as  Hoftages  for  the  performance  of  the  Covenants  between  the 
Prince  and  Proteus y as  is  declared  in  the  Speeches.  Hereat  ProteuSy 
Amphitrite  and  Thawefisy  with  their  Attendants,  the  Nymphs  and 
Tritons,  went  unto  the  Rock,  and  then  the  Prince  and  the  feven 
Knights  ilTiied  forth  of  the  Rock,  in  a very  (lately  Mask,  very  richly 
attired,  and  gallantly  provided  of  all  things  meet  for  the  performance 
of  fo  great  an  Enter  prize.  They  come  forth  of  the  Rock  in  Couples, 
and  before  every  Couple  came  tw-o  Pigmies  with  Torches.  At  their 
firft  coming  on  the  Stage,  they  danced  a new  devifed  Meafure,  ^c. 
After  which,  they  took  unto  them  Ladies ; and  with  them  they  dan- 
ced their  Galliards,Courants,fe*r.  And  they  danced  another  new  Mea- 
fure; after  the  end  wiiereof,  the  Pigmies  brought  eight  Efcutcheons, 
with  the  Maskers  Devices  thereupon,  and  delivered  them  to  the  E- 
fquire,  w^ho  offered  them  to 'Her  Majefty  ; wiiich  being  done,  they 
took  their  Order  again,  and  with  a new  Strain,  went  all  into  the 
Rock ; at  which  time  there  was  fung  another  new^  Hymn  within  the

For  the  prefent  Her  Majefty  graced  every  one  ; particularly,  Ihe 
thanked  His  Highnefs  for  the  good  performance  of  all  tliatwas  done; 
andwilhed  that  their  Sports  had  continued  longer,  for  the  Pleafure 
Ihe  took  therein : Which  may  well  appear,  by  her  Anfwer  to  tlie 
Courtiers  who.danc^  jaMeajfiire,-,  immediately; after  the  Mask  was 
ended  ; faying,  /R7;at  I Shall  we  have  Bread  and  Cheefe  after  a Ban- 
Suite  Her  Majefty  willed  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  that  the  Gentlemen 
ihould  be  invited  on  ,the  next  Day,  and  that  he  Ihould  prefenu  them 
unto  her  : •■Which 'Was  done,  and  Her  Majefty  gave  th^m  her  Hand 
to.kiftp  ,^y|tii'ihofl:  gracious  Word^  bf  Cbriun^pdauons  tpfiibin  ; par- 
ticularly. 
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ticularly,  and  In  general,  of  Grays- Im^  as  an  Houfe  that  Ihe  was  much 
beholden  unto,  for  that  it  did  always  ftudy  for  fome  Sports  to  pre- 
fent  unto  her. 

The  feme  Night  there -was  fighting  at  Barriers  ,*  the  Earl  of  Effex

in  the  Multitude  of  their  Waters,  until  they  come  unto  the  Sea.
